X HE ColleAion of AAs of Parliament, Forms» 
and Ordinances, of which a Second Edition is now 
oJR^ed to the Public, was grounded on a former 
Work of the fame kind ; the plan of which, however* 
was very much enlarged, as well by giving the A As 
in queflion more at length, as by adding others, efpe-> 
cially fome recently pfShi, to which the ParocbiaL 
Clergy muft often have occafion to refer. Some 
uieful Forms alfo^ generally received ia prai(Stice» 
were fubjoined, taken chiefiy from Efton*$ Liber 
Valonun, and Bacon's liber Regis, together with 
Rules for the diredion of thofe who might have 
occafion to make application to the €h>vernors of 
Clneen Anne's Bounty* 

Little doubt was entertained but that fuch a Pub* 
lication would be an ufeful one to the Clergy, from 
the nature of the information contained in it, the 
csmvenient ii^t of the volume, and, moc« efpeciallyy 
from the circumftance, that the Laws which are obli- 
gatory upon Ecclefiaftical Perfons were brought down 
to the prefent time, as well as given in the words 
themfelves (fo far as might be) of the feveral Statutes

and Ordinances with which they are bound to com- 
ply. But it was not forefeen, that the demand for this 
Publication would be fo rapid, as within the fpace of a 
year to exhauft the whole Impreflion, and that a vefy 
confiderableone, which was put forth in the year 1 806, 
The utmoft diligence has been ufed therefore to pre- 
pare a Second Edition, fo that no one, who wifhed to 
poffefs the Work, might be difappointed, on his en- 
quiry for it. And upon this occafion the whole has 
now been rendered more complete, by the addition of 
feveral particulars not before iqferted, all of which the 
Reader will find diftinguiflied by an Afterifm in the 
Table of Contents. Left it be thought an over- 
fight, at the fame time, that no enlargement in thi^ 
way has been made of what was contained in the 
Firft Edition refpeding the Rights of the Clergy y it 
muft be ftated, that this has been purpofely avoided ; 
and for the fame reafons alfo with thofe before af- 
figned for not extending this part of the Work be- 
yond what might be of eafy application, and general 
ufe — ^namely, that, in a matter fo complex and in- 
tricate, a competent knowledge is to be acquired 
only from books written exprefsly upon the fubjed: ; 
and that even with the help of thefe (in cafes of 
difficulty at leaft) the Clergy will feldom be able to 
form a juft opinion without profeffional advice, and 

the affiftance of thofe who are moft converfant with

veral Laws which have been made refpedling the 
point in quefticrh. 
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HtS MAJESTY'S DECLARATION. 



TyElN^O by God's Ordinance^ according to our jujl Title j 
-*-^ Defender of the Faitb^ and Supreme Governor of the 
Churchy ufitbin tbefe our Dominions^ we bold it mojl agree^ 
able to ibis our Ungly Office^ and our own religious zeal, to 
conferve and maintain tbe Cburcb committed to our charge, in 
the unity of true Religion, and in the bond of Peace ; and not to 
fuffer unnecejfary Diffutations, Altercations, or Quejiions to 
be raifed, which may nouri/h faSiion both in tbe Church and 
Commonwealth, We have therefore, upon mature delibera^ 
tion, and with the advice offo many of our Bi/hops as might 
conveniently be called together, thought fit to make this Decla^ ' 
ration following: 

That the Articles of tbe Church of England (which have 
been allowed and authorized heretofore^ and which our Clergy 
generally have fuhf crib ed unto) do contain the true DoStrine of 
the Church of England, agreeable to God*s IVord: which 
nve do therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all our loving 
fubje&s to continue in tbe uniform profejfion thereof, and pro^ 
bibiting the leqft difference from the f aid Articles ; which to 
that end we command to be new printed, and this our Decla^ 
ration to be publifhed therewith. 

That we are Supreme Governor of the Church of Engr 
land: and that if any difference anfe about the external po;- 
licy, concerning the Injunctions, Canons, and other Conjlitu-^ 
tions zi/hatfoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in their Convo^ 
cation is to order and fettle them, having firfl obtained leave 
under our Broad Secufo to do, and we approving their f aid 
Ordinances and Confiitutions \ providing that none be made 
contrary to tl^e Laws and Ciiftoms of the Land. 

That out of our princely care, that the Churchmen may do 
the work whfich is proper unto them, the Bi/hops and Clergy, 
from time to time in Convocation, upon their humble defire, 
Jball have Licence under our Broad Seal to deliberate of, 
and to do allfuch things, as being made plain by them, and 
affentedunto by us,fhall concern the fettled continuance of the 
Do&rine and Difdpline of the Church of England now efla^ 
blifhed \ from ,which we will not endure any varying or de- 
parting m tbe Uajl degree.

' fir- ' iie pr^fenf^ th o ugh jfufne Jljffi r e y iceshme VnitVl 
raifed^ yet we take comfort in tbis^ that all Clergymen within 
our Realm have always moft willingly fubfcrihea to the Arti^ 
cles ejiablifhed ; which is an argument to us, that they all 
agree in the true, ufual^ literal meaning of the^faid Articles ; 
and that even in tbofe curious points, in zuhtcb. the^prefent 
differences lie, men of all forts take the Articles of the Church 
cf England to be for them ; which is an argument agaim, 
that none of them intend any defertion of the Articles 0d^ 
hlifhed, . ' 

T!hat therefore in thefe both curious and unhappy differ'^ 
^nces, which have for fo many hundred years, in different 
times and places^ exercifed the Church of Chrift, .we .will, 
that all further curious fear ch be laid ajide, and thefe dif 
futesfbut up in Go£s promifes, as they be generally fet forth 
to us in the holy Scriptures^ and the general meaning of the 
Articles of the Church of England^ according to them. A0d 
that no man hereafter jhall either print or preach to draw Ske 
Article qfide any way, but /ball Tubmit to it in the plain. arid 
full meaning thereof \ and Jhatl not put bis own fenfe. or 
fQmment to be the meaning of the Article, but Jhajl take ii.i^ 
the literal and grammatical fenfe, ^...,'i 

That if any Public Reader m either of our Univerjities, or 
any Head or Majler of a College, .or any other p^rjofi rM 
fpe^ively in either of them, fhall affix any new fenfe to any 
Article, or fhall publicly read, determine, or hold any pubj^ 
difputation, or fuffer any fucb to be held either *way, in either 
thj! Univerjities or Colleges refpe^huely ; or if any DivifU in 
the Univerjities Jhall preach or print any thing either wayj^ 
%ther than ts already ejlabli/bed in Convocation with our 
Royal AJfent ; he or they tie offenders Jhall be liable to out* .

VII., Qf the Old TeJlamenU 

THE Old Teftament is not contrary to the New r for 
both in th^ Old and New Teftament everlafling IJfo 
is offered to mankind by Chrift, who is the bnly Me- 
diator betweett God and man, being both God and man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, which feign that the 
old Fathers did look only for tranfitory proniifeS. Al- 
though (he Law given from God by Moles, as touching 
ceremonies and rites, do not bind Chriftian men, nor the 
^ivil precepts thereof ought of neceflity to be received in 
«ny commonwealth ; yet not with ftanding, no Chriftian 
man whatfoever is free from the obedience of the Gom- 
ttjtandments which, are called moral , 

yjn. Of the three Creeds. ' ' ' 

'T^HE three Creeds, Niccne Cre^d, Atbanafiua's Cteqd^ 
-^ and that which \& cpmEiMdinly called, the ApoftUfi' 
Creed, caught tbotpughly to b@ i<ecoived and believed : fqr 
thegr inay. b« proved by moft <(;ertajki> warr^muof holy 
Scripture.. 

IX. Of Original or Mrtb Sin. 

ORIGINAL fin ftandeth not ia the followit^ of Adam, 
(a» the Pelagians do vainly talk ;) but it is the fiault 
and corruption of the nature of every man,, that naturally 
ie ingenderedof the offspring of Adam ; whereby man is 
very far gone frpna original righteoufn<efs, and i^ af his 
own nature inclined to evil, fo that tbe.fjeib luijtetb al* 
ways coi:^^y to th§ Spirit;' and therefore in e^ery per^ 
ion bom into this world, it delerv^th Gkni'^s wralb and 
damnation. And this infe6lion of nature doth remain, 
yea, ixi them. thdA. are regenerated : whereby the luft of 
the flafti,. called in Greek,. ^^f/M crapxof ,. wqich (pme do 
expound the wifdom, fome fenfuality, fome tbe^ affection, 
£omo the defire qf the fleih^ ia not fubjje^ to tlie lav(^ of 
God. And although there ts no cond^fi^iti^m foi theni 
thai beUeve and are baptised, yet the Apoftle (jothcon-^

XI. Of the Jujlification of Man. 

\Tt7E are accounted righteous before God, only for 
^^ the merit of our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift by 
faith, and not for our own works or defervings : where-* 
fore, that we are juftified by faith only, is a moft whole- 
fome dofirine, and very full of comfort, as more largely 
is exprefled in the Homily, of Juftification, 

XII. OfgBod Works. 

ALBEIT that good works, which are the fruits ctf 
faith, and followafterjuftification, cannot put away 
aur fins, and endure the feverity of God's judgment ; yet 
are they pleafing and acceptable to God in Chrift, and do 
^ing out neceflarily ot a true and lively faith \ info«i 
inuch that by them a lively faith may be as evideatly 
Jcnown, as a tree difcemed by the fruit. n 

XIII. Of Works before Jufttfication. 

WORKS done before the grace of Chrift, and the In^ 
fpiration of his Spirit, are not pleafant to God; 
forafmuch as they fpring not of faith in Jefus Chrift, nei^ 
ther do they make men meet to recetye grace, or (as thb 
School-Authors fay) deferve grace of congruity : yea, re^ 
ther for that they are not done as God hath willed and 
commanded them to be done, we doubt not but they 
have the pature of fin. 

XIV. Of Works of Supererogation^ 

VOLUNTARY works befides, over and above God's 
commandments, which they call Works of Superero^ 
Mtion, cannot be taught without arrogancy and impiety : 
for by them men do declare. That they do not only'ren«> 
dd* unto God as much as they are bound to do, but that 
they do more for his fake, than of bouoden duty is re- 
quired : whereas Chrift faith plainly. When ye have d^e 
all that are commanded to you, fay> We are unprofitabler 
fervants. 
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-sV/fi ,.^ -.XV. Of JJbrlJl alone without Sin, . 

lOrHRiST kf jbbe truth of. our nature was made lijqs 
^^ unto .us in all things, fin only exoept, from which he 
ivas clearly void, both in his flelh, and in his Spirit. He 
came to be the Larob without fpot, wlio, by lacrifice of 
faftniblf once, made, {liould. take away the fins of tips 
world : and fin (as St, John faith) was^not ifi him. 'But 
aH we the reft (although baptized and bom again in 
Gbrid) yet ofiend in many things ; and if we fay we bane 
]iO«fii»y we deceive ourfelves^andtbe truth ianottti us« ^:

HVl. Of Sin after Baptifm: " " 

NOT every deadl]^ fin, willindy committed after bap* 
tifm, 18 fin againft the Holy Ghoft, and unpardon- 
able. Wherefore the gratit of repentance is not to be de- 
iBod tb^ftiehias fall inco fin after baptifm. :Mter we^bave 
xneeivdd' the Holy Ghoft, we xniy . depart irom j^ace 
given^ artd.£all into fin, and by the grace of God we taay 
arifeagatn^ and amend our lives/ And therefore tbc^ 
are to be condemned/ whtdi fay, they can nomorerfiii>ai 
long as they live here, or deny the place of forgivenefs to 
fuch as truly repent. 

, XVIL Of Prede/Iination andEh£lion. ^ 

PREDESTINATION to life is the everlafting purpofe 
\ of God, whereby (before the foundations of the wtorid 
wser&Iaid) he hath conftantiy decreed by bis oounfeLi ieji 
cnet to us^ to deliver from durfe and damnation tfanfo 
wigBOmhe hath cbofen in Chrift out of mankind, and: to 
bring them by Chrift to everlafiing falvatiooy.afi t^cffeU 
made to honour. Wherefore they which be endued 
with io excellent a benefit of God, be called according to 
God's purpofe by his Spirit working in due fealbn : iney 
thn^ugh gr^e obey the calling : they be jufiified ireely : 
they^ be nmde fons of God by adoption s they be mads 
lihe^tfae iifiage of his only begotten Son Jefus Chrifi:^ 
ttn^ walk reit^toufly in good, worka, and at length, hf 
God's mercy^ they attain to everlafiinff felicity. ^ .)> 

' *Ab the gGklly confideration of Predefiination, and ouf 
Ble&ilm in.Cfarift, is full of fweet, pleafant, and unfpeak^ 
able comfort to godly perfons, and fuch as feel in them)>^ 
felvea the working of the Spirit of Chrift, mortifying the ' 
wotka of the flefh, and their eiarthly members, and draw- 
ing up their mind to high and heavenly things ; as well 
becaufe it doth greatly efiabliih and confirm their faith 
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of eternal falvation, to be enjoyed through Chrift, as be- 
caufe it doth fervently kindle their love towards God : 
fe^ for curious and carnal peribns,. lacking 'tbi^ S(»ij'ir'^i|f 
Chrift, to have continually before their eyes the fentdbol 
o£f God^s Predeflination> is a moft dan^rons dowsifaUf 
whereby the Devil doth thruft them either into: defperaa 
tion^ or into wrete^lefihefs of moft unclean Uving^ no.k& 
pmloufi than defperation. i 

Farthennore^ we mufi i^eceive God'a pttunifes in fiitch 
wife, as they be generally fet fovtfa to iu» in holy Scrip** 
ture ; and in our doings, that wiUof G^od i& to? be fol* 
lowed, which we have exprefsly declared unto us in the 
Word of God. 

XVni. Of ohtaining eUrndl Salvation mh hi, iie N^^m4of 
. , Cbrifi. 

THEY alfo. are to be had accurfed, that t»»fis«ie to fky^ 
that every man ibaU be iaved' by the ' Jaw <^ feA 
which he prdfei&tb, £> that he be dili^^nt to^ ffame 
hm life according to that law, asid the lij^ht of natures*. 
For holy Scripture dol^ fet out unfea« us only thi^ name o£ 
Jefiia Chrift^ whereby men oiuil be iaved^ - . ^^ 

XIX.. Of the Church. i • • '' 

THE vifible Church of Chrift is a congregatiou of 
faithful men, in the which, the pure Word of God v» 
ipreached, and the Sacrainents be duly mimftened. aoeord- 
ing to Cbrift's ordinance, in. all thofe things that of Jie* 
eeflity are requifite to the fame^ 

As the Church of Jerufalem^ Alexandria, and Antiod)^ 
bave erred ;. fo. alfo the Church of Booie bath erred, not 
fOoJiy in their living and manner of ceremonies,, but aUoiia 
majttess of &ith. 

XX. Of the Autbortfy of the Church. 

THE Church bath power to decree rites or oeremo* 
nie^, and authority in controveriies of &ith ; ai¥l vet 
^ in noi^ kwful for the Church to ordain any thing that 
is contrary to God's Word written,, neilhev may it fo ex* 
poimd one place of Scripture,. that it be nepugpiant tpan- 
ether. Wherefore although the Church be a witiK^ 
and a keeper of holy writ, yet as it ought npt to decree 
any thing againft the fame, fo befides the iaoie oiighl; it 
not to enforce any thing to be believed for nee^^fy of 
falvation. k i ■ , 
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XXL Of ihi Authxirityi of .General Councils* 

GENERAL C^unciU may not be gathered together 
without the comniandrnent and wiTl of princes. And 
i^hen they be gathered together, (forafmucn as they be 
txi afieinbly of men, whereof all be not governed with the 
Spirit and Woi4 pf God,) they may «rr, and fometimet 
have erred, even in things pertaining udto God. Where*- 
fere things ord^i^ied by thetvi as nepeiTary to falvation 
b^ye neither ilrength nor authority, unlefs it may be de» 
(dared that they .b& ta^koH QUt pf hoiy Scripture^ 

^ "XXIL Of Purgatory. '• 

THE Romifti dofirjne ooncerning purgatory, pardons., 
worfhipping, and adoration, as well of images, as of 
V^liq^^s; and alio invocation of Saints, is a fond thing 
yainly invented, and grounded upon no warranty of Scrip-. 
tu^, IpiQt rather repugnant to: the- Word of Goa. . * 

' , , XXin. Ofminlflermg in the Congregation^ 

IT* is not lawful for any m^n to take upon bhn the 
office of pubiiq preaching, o? wipiftering the Stewi* 
noen^ts in the cpngregation, Ipefpre be be lawfully called! 
and fent, to ex^ute the fame. • And tbofe w& ought to 
judge lawfully called, and fent,' which be chofini an4 
<;aUe4 tp this work by mei^ who have public autbority 
given unto thepi in tbe congregation, to call and lenii 
Minifters into the. Lord's vineyard* 

XXIV. Of fpeaking in the Congregation in fucb <j Tongue 
, . .as the People uniUrfiandctb, 

IT is a thing plainly repugnant to the Wovd of God,^ 
apd the cul^opni of the primitive Church, to hav'e pub-r 
lie Prayer in the Church, or to minifter the Saera^ients^, 
in a tongue not underftanded of the people* 

XXV. Of the Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS ordained of Chrift be not only badgcgi 
or tokens of Cbridian men's profeflion.; but ratbct 
Ijhey be certain fure witi>efles, and effefbual figns of grace,, 
• and God's good will towards us, by tbe which he. dotk 
work inviiibjy in us, and doth not only quicken, but alfo, 
flrengtben and coqfirm our faith in him. 

iThere are two SsK^raments ordained of Cbrift our Lord 
in the Gofp^l, that i^ t^ i^y, Baptifoi^ sgid the Supper of 
the It-ord.

' XXXII. Of the Marriage ofVruJls. 

BISHOPS, Priefts, and Deacons, are not commanded by 
God's Law, either to vow the eftate of fingle life, or 
to abflain from marriage : therefore it is lawful for theni, 
as for all other Chriftian men, tei«iarry at their own dif* 
cretion, as they ihall judge the fame to ferve better i<^ 
godltnefs. 

XXXIIL Of excommunicate Verjmsy how they are tcf he 

avoided. 

THAT perfon, which, by open denunc»atit>n 6f\ thb 
Church, is rightly out off from the nnity tjf the 
Churx^h, and excommunicated, ought to be taken of the 
whole fnuitkmle of the fattbful, as an Heatheti and Pub- 
lican, until he be openly reconciled by penance, and rev 
ceived into the Church by a judge that hath authority 
thereunto. 

XXXIV , 0/ the Traditions^ of the Church. . •- 

IT is not neceffary that traditions and ceremomes be in 
all places one, or utterly like; for at all tin>e9 theV 
have been diverfe, and may be changed according to the 
diverfity of countries, times, and men's manners, fo that 
nothing be ordained again ft God's Word. Whofoevci', 
through his private judgment, willingly and purjxjfely 
doth openly break the traditions and ceremonies of the

THE King's Majefty hath the chtef power in thi«- 
realm of England, and other his doroinionsi unto 
whom the chief government of all eftates of this realm^ 
whether they be eccleliaAical or civil, in all caufes doth 
appertain, arid is not, ndr ought to be, fubjcft to any fo* 
reign jurifdi ft ion. 

Where we attribute to the King's Majefty the chirf 
government, by which titles we underftana the minds of 
ibme flanderous folks to be offended, we give not to our 
Princes the miniftering either of God's Word, or of the 
Sacraments, the which thing the Injunftions aifo lately 
fet forth by Elizabeth our Queen do moft plainly teftify ; 
but that only prerogative, which we fee to have been 
given always to all godly Princes in holy Scripturea by 
God himfelf ; that is, tnat they (hould rule all eftates 
and degrees committed to their charge by God, whether 
they be ecclefiaftical or temporal, and reftrain with the 
civil fword the ftubborn and evil doers. 

Th6 Bifhop of Rome hath no jurifdiftion in this realm 
of England. 

The laws of the reahn may punifti Chriftian men with 
death, for heinous and grievous offences. 

It is lawful for Chriftian men, at the commandment 6f 
the Magiftrate, to wear weapons, and ferve in the wars.

TN every Parifli-church and Chapel, where Sacraments are

fo often, and at fuch times, as every parifliioner' may 
communicate at the leaft thrice in the year, (whereof the 
feaft of Eafter to be one,) according as they are appointecT 
by the Book of Common Prayer. Provided, That every. 
Miniller, as oft as he adminiftereth the Communlonj ihall 
firft receive that Sacrament himfelf. Furthermore,, no 
Bread or Wine newly brought fhall be ufed ; but firft the 
words of Inftitution {hall be rehearfed, when the faid 
Bread and Wine be prefent upon the Cpmmunion-table. 
Likewife the Minifier fhall deliver both the Bread and 
the Wine to every Communicant feverally, 

Z2. PFaming to he given heforehand for the Communum* 

"I^ITHEREAS every Lay-perfon is bound to receive the 
^ '^ holy Communion thrice every year, and many not- 
withfiandin^ do not receive that Sacrament once in a year; 
we do require every Minifter to give warning to his pa- 
riihioners publicly in the Church at Morning Prayer, the 
Sunday before every time of his adminiftering that holy 
Sacrament, for their better preparation of tnemfelves; 
which faid warning we enjoin the faid parifhioners to ac- 
cept and obey, under the penalty and danger of the law. 

5^3. Sttedents in Colleges to receive the Communion Four times 

a Year. 

TN all Colleges and Halls within both the Univerfities^^ 
-^ the Mafters and Fellows^ fuch efpecialty as have any

The faid Comipunion. to be adminiftered at fuch times^ 
and with fuch limitation, as is fpecified in the Book of 
Common Prayer.

fimoes as they are particularly charaed to enqoird df ni 
tbetr feveral parishes, ihall (notwithflatidinj^ their hkd 
oaths, and that their faithful dHchaiigmg^ot tb6Ai jS Ikft 
i^htisf means whereby puUic fins and offencdsm^ be f^ 
formed and puniihed) wittingly and willingly^ dtipersici^ 
and irrdigiouily, incur the horrible ertnie of peijurjri

27. Scbifmatics not to be admitted to the Communion* '^ 

NO Mrnifter, when he cclebrateth the CdnttmiftieM, 
(hall wittingly adtniniftef the feme to atoy but to fuch 
as kneel, under pain of fufpenfion, nor under the life6 
pern to serf that refufe to be prefent at pubKe Prarrcri, bc- 
cordiftg to the Orders of the ChxtrdH of England ; nor to 
any that are common and notoriotts depravers of the Btk>k 
of Common Prayer and Adminfiftration of the Sacra- 
mento, and of the Orders, Rites, and Cetetoiorfes thertiii 
prefcribed, or of any thing that is contained in any of 
the Articles afipreed upon in the Convocation, one tho<k« 
£ind five hunored fixty and two, or of any thine: con* 
tained in the Book 01 ordering the PrieftsandBiniop^; 
e^ to any that have i^ken againft and depraved hk 
Majedy's fdvereign authority in CaufeS £cclef3aftical ; 
except every fuch peffbn (haH firft acknowledge to the 
Minifter^ before the Church-wardens, his repetitsnce for 
the- fame, and promife by word (if he cannot write) that 
he* will do fo no more ; and except (if he can write) he 
fltall firft do the fame under hb hand- writing,- lb bt 
delivefed to the Minifier, and by him fent to the Biflmn 
of the diocefe, or Ordinary or the place. Ppovided, 
That every Minifterfo repelling any, as is fpecified either 
in this or in the next precedent Conftitution, fhlall, iipOn 
complaint, or being required by the Ordinary, fignify

28. Strangers not to Be admitted to the Communion, 

THE Church-wardens or Queftmen^ and their aflift-^ 
ants, (hall mark, as well as the Minii^er, whether all 
awd every of the Parifliioners come fo often every year to 
the holy Commanion, as the Laws and our Conditutiona 
do require; and whether any Strangers come often and 
commofrly from other parifhes to their Church ; and (hall 
ihew their Minifter of them, left perhaps they be admitted 
to'the Lord's Table amongft others, which they (hall foiw 
bid ; and remit fuch home to their own Parifh-cburerliei 
a^d Minifters, there to receive the Communion witlHhe 
reft bf their own neighbours. •' 

29. Fathers not to he Godfathers in Baptifm, and Children 

not Communicants. 

NO Parent ftiall be urged to be prefent, nor be ad- 
mitted to anfwer as Godfather for nis own Child; nor 
any Godfather or Godmother ftiall be fuffered to make 
any other anfwer or fpeech, than by the Book of Common 
Prayer is prefcribed in that behalf: neither ftjall any per- 
fon betidmitted Godfather or Godmother to any Child at 
Chriftening or Confirmation, before the fiiid perfon fo^ 
undertaking hath received the holy Communion. 

30. Tbelawfiil Ufe of the Crofs in Baptifm explained. 

TITE are forry that his Majefty's nioft princely care and 
^ ^^ ' pains taken in the Conference at Hampton-^Court, 
amongft many other* points^ touching this one of the 
Crofs in Baptifm, hath taken no better effect with many^ 
but that ftill the ufe of it in Baptifm is fo ^^tly ftuck 
at and impumed. For the further declaration therefore* 
of the true u^ of this ceremony, and for the removing of- 
all fuch fcruple, as might any ways trouble the con- 
fciences of them who are indeed rightly religious*, foUpw- 
ing the royal fteps of our moft worthy King, becaufe he 
therein foHoweth the rules of .the Scriptures; and the 
praAice of the primitive Church ; we do commend to all 
the true members of the Church of England thefe our div: 
re£Uons and obfervations enfuing. 
Firft, it is to be obferyed, that although the Jews and* 
- ^ D, Eth- 
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Ethmcks derided both, tbe Apofites and tW reft q£ il|f 
ChriflianS) for preaching and believing in him. who \v^ 
crucified upon the Crois ; yet all, both Apoftles and 
Chriilians,, were fo far from being difcouraged firona tiieiir 
profeffion by the ignominy of the Crofs, as they ratheir 
rejoiced; and triumphed in it. Yea, the Holy Ghoft ky 
the mouths of the Apoftles did honour the name, of tb.§ 
Crofs (being hateful among the Jew^) fo far,, that under 
it he Gomprelu^nded not only Chrid: cruciiiedr hut tbe 
force, eie6ts, and merits of his Death and Pafiion, with 
all the comforts, fr^iits, and promiies, which we receive oc 
expe£t thereby, 

Secondly^ the honour and dignity of the name of tbi^ 
Crofs begat a reverend eilimation even in tbe Apofiie$^^ 
tinjes (for ouglu that is known to the cootriury) of th«^ 
Sign of the Crofs, which the Chriftiao* ihordy after 
ufed in all their ailions ; thereby making an outward 
fhew and profeffion> even to the afioniihment o£ the 
Jews, that they were not. aihamed to acknowledge him 
for their Lord and Saviour, who died for them upon the 
Crofs, And this- Sign they did not only uTe thonfeivfa 
with a kind of glory, wheii they met with- any Jews^ 
but figned therewith their chiloren when they werra 
chxvften,ed, to dedicate them by that badge to his fervicen 
whofe benefits- beilowed upoa tl>em in Baptifm tbe oame 
of the Crofs did reprefent- And this ufe of the Sign o;^ 
the Crofs in Baptafm was held in the primitive Church., 
as well by the Greeks as. the Latins, with one confent anxl 
great applaufe. At what time, if any had oppofed them- 
felvQS againft it, they would certainly have be^n cenfured 
as enemies of the name of the Crofs, and confequently of 
Chrift's merits, the Sign whereof they could no better 
endure. This continual and general- ufe of the Sign of 
the Crofa is evident by many teilimonies of the ancient 
Fathers. 

Thirdly, it muft be confefTed, that in procefs^f time: 
the Sign of the Crofs was greatly abufed in the ChurcU 
of Rome, efpecially after that corruption of Popery had 
once polTeflTed it. But the abufe of a thing doth not take 
aw<ay the lawful ufe of it. Nay, fo far was it from tbe 
purpofe of the Church of England to forfake and reje£t. 
the Churches of Italy, Fraqce, Spain, Germany, or anjr 
fuch like Churches, in all thin^^ which they held and 
pra£tifed, that, as the Apology of the Church of England 
confeifeth, it doth with reverence retain thofe cereraoniesr 
which dot neither endamage the Church, of God, nor 

oiTenci 
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ofiend tbe iriinrds of fober ihen ; add only departed fi^om 
tfeetn in thofe particular points, wherein they were faUen 
both from themfelves in their ancient integrity, and from 
the AfioAolical Churches, which were their firft founders. 
In which refpeft, amongft fome other very ancient cere- 
ntotHeSy the Si^n of the Crofs in Baptifm hath been re- 
latfiedf in thk Church, both by the judgment and pradice 
of thofe revetetid Fathers and great Divines in tne days 
of King Edivard the Sixth, of whom fome conrftantly fuf- 
ferfed for the profeflion oif the truth ; and others being ex- 
iled in the time of Queen Mary, did after their return, inr 
the begimsing of the reign of our late dread Sovereign, 
cotitinualiy defend and ufe the fame; This reiblution 
and praAice of our Church hath been allowed and ap* 
proved by the cenfure upon the Communton*book in 
King Edward the Sixth his days, and by. the harmony 
of Confeffions of later years : becaufe indeed the ufe of 
this Sign in Baptifm was ever accompanied here with 
fuch fufficfent cautions anid exceptions againft all Popifh 
fuperftition and error, as in the lite cafes are either fit or 
cetivenient. 

Firfl, the Church of England, fince the aboli(hing of 
Popery, hath ever held and taught, and fo doth hold and 
teach Aill, that the Sign of the Crof&ufed in Baptifm is 
no part of the fubfiance of that Sacrament ; for when 
the Minifter, dipping the infant in water, or laying water 
upon the face of it, (as the manner alfo is,) hath pro- 
nounced thefe words, I baptize thee in the name of the Fa"- 
tberj and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoji^ the infant is 
fully and perfeSly baptised. So as the Sign of the Croft 
being afterwards ufed, doth neither add any thing to the 
yirtue and p«rfe£tion of Baptifm, nor being omitted doth 
detract any thing from the effe£t and fubftance of it. 

Secondly, it is apparent in the Communion^^book, that 
the infant baptized is, by virtue of Baptifm, before it 
be figned with the Sign of the Crofs, received into the 
congregation of Chiift's ilock, as a perfeft member 
thereof, and not by any power afcribed unto the Sign of 
the Crofs, So that for the very remembrance of the 
Crofs, which is very precious to all them that rightly be- 
lieve in Jefus Chriu, and in xht other refpefts mentioned, 
the Church of England hath retained ftill the Sign of it 
in Baptifm : following therein the primitive and apoftoli- 
eal Churches, and accounting it a lawful outward cere- 
mony attd honourable badge, whereby the infant is dedi- 
cacea to the iervice of him that died upon the Crof&, as 
'^ D % by 
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by the. words ufed in the Book of Common Prayer it m&y^ 
appear. . . I 

Lailly, the ufe of the Sign of the Crofs tu Baptjftd^^ 
being thus purged irom all Popifh fuperflition and errors 
and reduced in the Church of England to the primary ii»« 
fiitution of it, upon thofe true rules of do6lrine concern** 
ing things indiflterent^ which are conibnant to the Wordr 
ot God, and the judgment of all the ancient Fathers, we 
hold it the part of every private man, both Minifter and 
other, reverently to retain the true ufe of it prefcribed by 
public authority ; confidering that things of tbemfelves in^ 
different do in fome fort alter their natures, when they are^ 
either commanded or forbidden by a lawful magiftrate ;« 
and may not be omitted at every man's pleafure, contrary 
to the law, when they be commanded^ nor ufed when they 
are prohibited. 



Mmifters, their Ordination, FunAion, and Charge. '' 

3 1 . Four/olimn Times appointed for the making of MiniflerSf 

FORASMUCH as the ancient Fathers of the Church, 
led by example of the Apoflles, appointed prayers and 
fafts to be ufed at the folemn Ordering of Miniflers ; and 
to that purpofe allotted certain times, in Which only] 
Sacred Orders might be given or conferred : we, follow- 
ing their holy and religious example^ do conftitute and 
decree, that no Deacons or Minifters be made and or- 
dained, but only upon the Sundays immediately following 
Jejunia quafuor temporum^ commonly called Ember Weeks;, 
appointed in ancient time for prayer and faftinff, (purpofe- 
]y for this caufe at their firft inftitution,) and 10 continued 
at this day in the Church of England : and that this be 
done in the Cathedral or Parifti Church where the Biftiop 
refideth, and in the time of Divine Service, in the pre- 
fence not only of the Archdeacon, but of the Dean and 
two Prebendaries at the leaft, or (if they^ fhall happen by 
any lawful caufe to be let or hindered) m the prefence of 
four other grave perfons, being Mafters of Arts at the 
leaft, and allowed tor public Preachers. 

* 

32. None to be made Deacon and Mini/ler both in one day, ' 

THE office of Deacon bein^ a ftep or degree to the Min*) 
iftry, according to the jud^ent of the ancient Fan 
thers^ and tlie practice of the pnmitive Churcbi we do or** 
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dmn fmd ap}$6int^ that hereafter no Bifhop (hall thake any 

Srfon, of what qualities or gifts foQver, a Deacon and a* 
Inifter both together upon one day; but that the or- 
der in that behalf prefcribed in the Book of making 
atfd coofecrating Bifhops, Priefts, and Deacons, be ftrift- 
Iv dbferved. Not that always every Deacon fliould be 
kept from the Miniftrj^ for a whole year, when the 
Biftop (hall find good caufe to the contrary; but that 
Ar^re being now four times appointed in every year for 
the Otdination of Deacons and Minifters, there may ever 
bet fome time of trial of their behaviour in the office of 
D^con^ before they be admitted to the order of Prieft- 
Isdod. 

^ 33 • ^^^ Titles offucb as are to he made MiniJlerSm 

IT hath been long fince provided by many decrees of the 
ancient Fathers, that none (hould be admitted either 
Deacon or Prieft, who had not firft fome certain place 
where he might ufe his funftion. According to which 
examples we do ordain,, that henceforth no perfon (hall 
be admitted into Sacred Orders, except he (hall at that 
iime exhibit to the Biihop, of whom he defiretfa impo^^ 
fition of hands, a Prefentation of bimfelf to fomd Ecde* 
fiaftical Preferment then' void in that diooefe; or Ihall 
bring to the faid Bifliop a true and undoubted Certificate, 
tiiat either he is provided oJF fome Church within tlwr faid 
dipcefe, where he may attend the cure of fouls, or of fome 
Minifter's place vacant, either in the Cathedral Church of 
that diocefe, or in fome other Collegiate Church therein 
alfo fituate, where he may execute his miniftry ; or that 
he IS a Fellow, or in right as a Fellow, or to be a Con- 
du£): or Chaplain in fome College in Cambridge or Ox-^ 
ford ; or except he be a Matter ofArts of five years fiand* 
ing, that liveth of his own charge in either of the Univer- 
fities ; or except by the Bi(hop himfelf, that doth ordain 
bim Mifjiiter, ne be fliortly after to be admitted either to 
ibme Benefice or Curatefhip then void. And if any 
Biffaop (hall admit any perfon into the miniftry, that hath 
none of thefe titles as is aforefaid, then he (hall keep and 
maintain him with all things neceflary, till he do prefer 
him to fome Ecclefiaftical Living. And if the faid Bifhop 
fliall refufe fo to do, be (hall be fufpended by the Arch- 
biihop, being affified with another Bifhop^ from giving of 
orders by the fpace of a year. 
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34. Tbe Quality offucb as are to be made Minifii&i. 

NO £i(bop fball henceforth admit any perlba into StL-* 
cred Orders, which is not of his own diocefe, except 
he be either of one of the Univerfities of this realm, or ex- 
cept he (hall bring Letters Dimiflbry (fo termed) from the 
Biihop of whofe diocefe he is ; ana deiirin^ to be a Dea** 
C0Q9 IS three and twenty years old ; and to be a Prieft, 
four aud twenty years complete ; and hath taken fome 
degree of fchool in either of the faid Univerfities ; or at 
the leaA, except he be able to yield an account of his 
faith in Latin, according to the Articles of Rdigion ap- 
proved in the Synod of the Biftiops and Clergy of this 
realm, one thoufand five hundred fixty and two, and to 
confirm the fame by fufficient teftimonies out of the holy 
Scriptures ; and except moreover he fliall then exhibit 
Letters Teilimonial of his good life and converfation, 
under the feal of fome College of Cambridge or Ox- 
ford, where before he remained, or of three or four 
grave Minifters, together with the fubfcription and tefti- 
tnony of other credible perfons^ who have known hi^ 
life and behaviour by the fpace of three years next be- 
fore, 

35. The Esfamination offucb as are to be made Minifters. 

THE Biihop, before he admit an^r perCbn to holy Orders^ 
{hall diligently examine him in the prefence of thof<^ 
Minifters that (hall aflSfi: him at the impofition of hands : 
and if the faid Biihop have any lawful impediment, he 
fball caufe the faid Minifters carefully to examine every 
fuch perfon fo to be OTidered. Provided, that they who (hall 
affift the Biihop in examining and laying on of hands 
{hall be of his Cathedral Church, if they may conveni- 
ently be had, or other fuflScient Preachers of the fame 
diocefe, to the number of three at the leaft : and if any 
Bifliop or Suffragan ihall admit any to Sacred Orders who 
isnot foqualified and examined, as before we have ordained, 
the ArchbiOiop of his province, having notice thereof, 
and being affifted therein by one Bifliojp, ihall fufpend the 
iaid Biihop or Suffragan U> offending, from making either 
Deacons or Prlefts for the fpace of two years.

or Market-town, Parifti-church, Chapel, or in any other 
place within this realm, except he be licenfed either by 
the Archbifliop, tar by the Biihop of the diooefe, where 
be is to be placed, under tb^ir bands w»d feiils, or by 
ene of the two Univerfities under their feal likewiie $ 
and except he &all firft f ubfcribe to thefe l:hree Articles 
following, in fach maaoer. and fort as we have liere ap- 
pointed. 

I. That the King's Majefty, under God, is the only 
Aipreme Governor of this realni, aind of all other his 
Hi^hnefs's dominions and countries, as well in all Spiri- 
tual or Eccleiiaftical things or caufes, as Temporal ; and 
that no foreign priiice, perfon, prelate, ilate, or potentate 
hath, or ought to have, any jurifdifiion, power, fupe- 
riority, pre-eminenee, or authority, Ecclefiamcal or Spiri- 
tual, Within his Majefty's faid realms, dominions, and 
countries. 

' II. That the Book of Conaiuon Prayer » land of ordering 
of Biihops, Priefis, and Deacons, <X)ntaineth in it nothing 
contrary to the Word of God, and that it l»ay lawfully fo 
be i}£ea ; and that he himfelf wiU ufe the form in the (aid 
Book prefcribed, in public Prayer, and adminiftration of 
the Sacraments, and none other. 

III. That be alloweth the Book of Articles of Religion 
agreed upon by the Archbiihops and Biftiops of b6th 
provinces, and the whole Clergy in the C3onvocation 
holden at London in the year of our Lord God one thou* 
fand five hundred fixty and two ; and that ho acknow- 
ledgeth all and every the Articles tbereim contained, being 
in number nine and tbirty, befUes the Ratification, to bo 
agreeable to the Word of God; 

To thefe three Articles whofoever will fubfcribe, he 
(hall, for l^e avoiding of all ambiguities, fubfcribe in this 
order and form of words, fetting down both his Chriftian 
and Surname, viz, I N. N« do willingiy and ex aiumo fub* 
Jcrtbe to tbefe three articles above mentioned^ and to all things 
that are contained in tbem. And if any Btihop ihall ordain^ 
admit, or licenfe any, as is aforeiaidE, except he firft have

EVERY Dean, Mafter, or Warden, or chief Governor of 
any Cathedral or CoHegtete Ch»rch, flwdl be reiidcmt 
in his faid Cathedral or CoTleriate Church fowfcore and 
ten days conjunBtm or dtvtfim m -every year at the leaft, 
and then fliaJl continue there in preaching the Word -of 
God, and keeping good hofpitality, except he (Hail b« 
otherwife let with weighty and -argent caufes, to be ap- 
proved by the Bifhop of the diooefe, or in any other law- 
ful fort difpenfed with. And when be is prefent, he, 
with the reft of the Canons or Prebendaries refideirtj <hal} 
take fpecial care that the ftatutes and laudable euftoiiis of 
their Church, (not being contrary to the Word of God, 
or Prerogative Royal,) the iiatutes of this realm being in 
force concerning Ecckiiaftical Order, and al) other Confti- 
tutions -now fct forth and confirmed by his Majefty'* au- 
thority, and fuch as ftall be lawfully enjoined by the 
fiifhop of the diocefe in his vifitation, according to the 
fiatutes and cuftonis of the fame Church, or the Ecclefiafti- 
cai la>^8 of this realm, be diligently obferved ; and that t]i« 
Petty Canons, Vicars Choral, and other Ministers of their 
Church, be urged to the ftudy of the bdy Scriptures ; and 
every one of them to have the New Tcftament not only in 
Engliih, but alfo in Latin. 

43. Deans and Prebendaries to preach during their Rejidence* 

THE Dean, Mafter, Wa»den,or chief Governor, Preben- 
daries, and Canons in every Cathedral and Collegiate 
Church, (hall not only preach there in their own peribns 
lb often as they are bovind by law, ftatute, ordinance,* or 
cuftom,. but (hall likewife preach in other Churches of the 
fame diocefe where they are refident, and efpecialiy in 
thofe places whence they or their Church receive any 
yearly rents or profits. And in cafe they themfelves be 
nek, or lawfully abfent, they (haH fiibftitutc fuch lioenfed 
Preachers to fupply their turn«, as by the Bi(hop of the 
diocefe (hall be tnought meet to preach in Cathedral 
Churches. And if any otherwife neglefl: or omit to 
fupjjly his courfe, as is aforefaid, the offender fliall be 
puni(ned by the Bi(hop, or by him or them to' whom the^ 
jorifdiftion of that Chiirch appertaineth^ according to the 
Quality of the offence. 



44. Pre^ 
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44. Prebendaries to he rejident upon their Benefices. 

NO Prebendaries nor Canons in Cathedral or CoUej^ate 
'Churches having one or more Benefices with Cure, 
(and not being Refidentiaries in the fame Cathedral or 
Collegiate Churches,) {hall, under colour of their faid 
Prebends, abfent themfelves fixMn their Benefices with 
Cure above the fpace of one month in the year, unlefs it 
be for fome urgent caufe, and certain time to be allowed 
by the Bifliop of the diocefe. And fuch of the faid Ca- 
nons and Prebendaries, as by the ordinances of the Cathe- 
dral or Collegiate Churches do ftand bound to be refident 
in the fame, (hall fo among themfelves fort and proportion 
the times of the year, concerning refidency to be kept in 
the faid Churches, as that fome of them always fhail be 
perfonally refident there; and that all thofe who be, or 
fhall be, Refidentiaries in any Cathedral or Collegiate 
Chtirch, (hall, after the days of their refidency appointed 
by their local ftatutes or cuftoms expired, prefently repair 
to their Benefices, or fome one of them, or to fome other 
charge where the law requireth their prefence, there to 
difcharge their duties according to the laws in that cafe 
provided. And. the Bifhop oi the diocefe fhall fee the 
fame to be duly performed and put in execution. 

45. Beneficed Preachers ^ being rejident upon their Livings^ 

to preach every Sunday^ 

EVERY beneficed man allowed to be a Preacher, and 
refiding on his Benefice, having no lawful impediment, 
(hall in his own Cure, or in fome other Church or Chapel, 
where he may conveniently, near adjoining, (where no 
Preacher is,) preach one Sermon every Sunday of the year; 
wherein he mall foberly and fincerely divide the word of 
truth, to the glory of Ofbd, and to the befi: edification of 
the people. 

'46. Beneficed Men^ not Preachers, to procure monthly 

Sermons, 

EVERY beneficed, man, not allowed to be a Preacher, 
(hall procure Sermons to be preached in his Cure once 
in every month at the leaft, by Preachers lawfully licenfed, 
if his living, in the judgment of the Ordinary, will be able 
to bear it. And upon every Sunday, when there fhall 

not 
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not be a Sermon preached in bis Cure,, he or his Curate 
fhall read fome one of the Homilies prefcrlbed or to be 
prefcribed by authority^ to the intents aforefaid. 

47. Abfence of beneficed Men to be fupplied by Curates that 

are allowed Preachers. 

EVERY beneficed man, licenfed by the laws' <^ this 
realm, upon urgent occafions of other fervice not to 
refide upon his Benefice, (hall caufe his Cure to be fupplied ^ 
by a Curate that isafufficient and licenfed Preacher, if th^ 
worth of the Benefice will bear it. But whofoever hdth 
two Benefices (hall maintain a Preacher licenfed in the 
Benefice where he doth not refide^ except he preach him* 
felf at both of them ufually. 

48. None to be Curates but allowed by the Bi/hop»

NO Curate or Minifter {hall be permitted to ferve iti 
any .place, without examination and admiifion of the 
BiHiop of the diocefe, or Ordinary of the place, having 
epifcopal Jurifdi6lion, in writing under his hand* and feal, 
having refpe6t to the greatnefs of the Cure, and meetnefs 
of the Party. And the faid Curates and Minifters, if they 
remove from one diocefe to another, (hall not be by any 
means admitted to ferve without teftimony of the Biflbop 
of the diocefe, or Ordinary of the place^ as aforefaid, 
whence they came, in writmg, of their honefty, ability; 
and conformity to the Ecclenafiical Laws of the Church 
of England. Nor (ball any ferve more' than' one Church 
or Chapel upon one day, except that Chapel be a member 
of the Pari ill -church, or united thereunto ; and unlefs the 
faid Church or Chapel, where fuch a Minifter (hall ferve 
in two places^ be not able in the judgment of the Bi(hop 
or Ordinary, as aforefaid^ to maintain a Curate. 

49. Mtnt/lers^ not allowed Preachers^ may not expound* 

NO perfon whatfoever not examined and approved by 
the Bifhop of the diocefe, or not licenfed, as is afore- 
faid, for a fufiScient or convenient Preacher, (hall take upon 
him to expound in his own Cure, or elfewhere^ any 
Scripture or matter of Dodrine 5 but (hall only ftudy to 
read plainly and aptly (without glofling or adding) the 
Homilies already let forth, or hereafter to be publi(hed by 
lawful authority, for the confirmation of the true faith,

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atnL'&r l)ie goodinfim&ion and edification of the peo- 
ple* . 

50. Strangers not admitted to preach without Jhewing their 
' ' ' licence, • 

NEITHER the Minifter, Church-wardens, nor any 
otiier Officers of the Church, (hall fufief any man to 
treadi within their Chur^^hes or Chapels, but fuch as, 
y {hewing their Licence to preach, (hall appear untd 
' them to be fuiiiciently authorized thereunto^ as is afore^ 
faid« 

51. Strangers not admitted to preach in Cathedral Churches 

without Jufficient Authority. 

THE Deans, Prefidents, and Refidentiaries of any Cathe*^ 
dral or Collegiate Church, fhall fufTer no Stranger tp 
preach unto the people in their Churches, except they h% 
idlowed by the Axchbifhop of the province, or by the 
Bifihop of the fame diocefe, or by either of the Uni ver- 
ities. And if any i» ibis Sermon (hall publiih any doc- 
trine, eitber*^ ftrange, or difagreeing from the Word of 
Clod) or from any of the Articles of Religion agreed upon 
in the Convocation-houfe, Anno 156^, or from the Book 
of Coimnon Prayer ; the Dean or the Refidents fhall, by 
their letters fiibfcribed with fome of their hands that 
heard him, fo foon as may be, give notice of the fame to 
die Biihop of the diocefe, that he may determine tho 
matter, etnd take fuch order thereiuj as he fhall think coii^ 
venient.

THAT the Bifhop may underftand (if occafion fo re- 
quire) wh^t. Sermons are made in every Church of bis 
diocete, and who prefume to preach without Licence, 
the Church-wardens and Sidemen fhall fee that the 
Names of all Preachers, which come to their Churcu 
from any other place, be noted in a Book^ which they 
ifa^l have ready tor that purpofe ; wherein every Preachei* 
(hall fubicribe his Name, the Day when he preached, and 
the Name of the fiiihop of whom be had Licence to 
preach. 
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53. NofuUic Opffffition betwem Preacbeh, ' 

TF any Preacher (hall in the Pulpit particularly, or name- 
-■■ ly of purpofe, impugn or* confute any do£triii^ de* 
livered by any other Preacher in the fame Chcfrch, or ifl 
any Church near adjoining, before he hath acquainted 
the BHbop of the dioeefe therewith, and received ovd^r 
from him what to do in that cafe, becaufe upoii ffich 
publrc difienting and contradi£liug there may grow much 
oiTence and dilquietnefs unto the people ; the Gburch* 
wardens, or party grieved, ihall forthwith fignify the fame 
to the laid Biftiop, and not fuffer the faid Preacher any 
more to occupy that place which he hath once abufed, 
except he faithfully promife to forbear all fuch matter of 
contention in the Church, until the Bifhop hath taken 
further order therein ; who ftiaH with all convenient

54» Tbe Licences of Preachers refnfing Ctynformity to be^ n/otd» 

TF any man llcenfed heretofore to preach, by any Arch- 
-*• bifhop, Bifhop, or by either of the Univerfities, fhall at 
any time from henceforth refufe to conform himfelf to the 
Laws, Ordinances^ and Rites Ecclefiailicaly eftabiifhed in 
the Church of Eagland^ he fhall be admonifbed by tbe 
Bifhop of tbe dioeefe^ or Ordijiary of the place, to fubmit 
himfelf to the ufe and due exercife of the fame. And if^ 
after fuch admonition, he do not conform himfelf withiti 
the fpace of one month, we determine and decree. That 
tbe licence of every fuch Preacher fhaU thereupon be ut- 
terly void, and of none efie£t.

BEFORE all Sermons, Lectures, and Homilies tbe 
Preachers and Minifters fhall move the people to< join 
with them in Prayer in this form, or to this effe^ly as 
briefly as conveniently they may : Ye fhall pray for Chrift's 
holy Catholic Church, that is, for the whole congrega- 
tion of Chriftian people difperfed throughout the whole 
world, and efpecially for the Churches of England, Scot- 
land, and Ireland : and herein I require you mod efpeci* 

ally 
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aUy ta prajr&i: the Kinrg's isx»ft excdlent Msg^fly, o^^ So^ 
vereiga Lord James, ^u^g of EInglandi, ^cotlandy Franc^y 
aad Irdaad, Defender of the Faith, and Supreme Governov 
ia > tliefe his realin^, and all other bis dominions and 
countries, over all perfons^-in all caufes^ as well EcclefiaiU- 
cal as Temporal : ye fliall alfo pray for our gracious Queen 
Anne, the noble Prince Henry, and the reft of the 
King, and Queen's royal LfTue : ye {hall alfo pray for th^ 
Minifters of God's holy Word and. Sacraments, as well 
Archbilhops and Bii^ops, as other Paftors and Curates : 
ye ftailalio pnay for the Kin^^'s' moft honourable Cooncii^ 
and fot all the Nobility and Ma^iftrates. of tbi& reakn; 
that all and every of tjiefe, in theic feveral calliaigs, maj 
ierve truly and painfully to the gloiry of God, and thd 
edifying and well governing of his people, remembering

EVERY Minifter, bein^ pofleffed of a Benefice that hath 
cure and charge of iouls, although he chiefly attend 
to preachiiig, and hath a Curate under him to execute the- 
other duties which are to be performed for him in the- 
Church, and likewtfe every other fiipendiary Prea<iber that 
readeth any lecture, or catecbizeth, or preacheth in any 
Church or Chapel, (hall twice at the leaft every year read 
himfelf the Divine Seiviceupon two feveral Sundays pub- 
licly, and at the ufual times, both in the forenoon and 
afternoon, in the Church which he fo poflefleth, or where 
he readeth, catechizeth, or preacheth, as is aforefaid ; and 
fhall likewife as often in every year adminifler the Sacra* 
menta of Baptifm, if there be any to be baptized, and of 
the Lord's Supper, in fuch manner and form, and with 
the obfervation of all fuch rites and ceremonies as are pre- 
fcribed by the Book of Common Prayer in that behalf; 
which if he do not accordingly perform, then (hall he that

"ITTHEREAS divers perfons, feduced by falfe teadiers^ 
^^ do refufe to have their children baptised by d 
Minifter that is no Preacher, and to receive the nrfy 
Communion at his hands in the famerefpeft, as though 
the virtue of thofe Sacraments did depend upon his ability 
to preach ; forafmuch as thedoftrine both of Baptifm and 
of the Lord's Supper is fo fufficiently fet down in the 
Book of Common Prayer to be ufed at the adminiftration 
of the faid Sacraments, as nothing can be added unt&it 
that is material and neceflary ; we do require and charge 
every fuch perfon, feduced as aforefaid, to refiarm that 
their wnlfulnefs, and to fubmit himfelf to the order of the 
Church in that behalf; both the faid Sacraments b<$ing 
equally efFeftual, whether they be miniftered by a Mlnifteir 
that is no Preacher, or by one that is a Preacher. And IP 
any hereafter (hall offend herein, or leave their own Parifh- 
eburches in that refped, and communicate, or caufe thcftt. 
children to be, baptized, in other parifhes abroad, andtwiU 
not be moved thereby to reform that their error and un- 
lawful courfe ; let them be prefented to the Ordinary of 
the place by the Minifter, Church- wardens, and Sidfe-' 
men, or Queft-men of the parilhes where they dwell, and" 
there receive fuch punifhment by Ecclefiaftical cenfures, 
as fuch obftinacy doth worthily deferve ; that is, let them 
(perfifting in their wilfulnefs) be fufpended, and tben^ 
after a month's further obftinacy, excommunicated. And' 
likewife if any Parfon, Vjcar, or Curate, (hall, after the 
publiifaing hereof, either receive to the Communion any 
fuch perfons which are npt of his own church and parifh, 
or (hall baptize any of their children, thereby ftrengthen-'^ 
ing them m their faid errors; let him be fufpended, and' 
nyt releafed thereof, until he do faithfully promife tliat 
h« will not afterwards offend therein.

ihall diligently hear, in(iru6t, and teach them the Gate* 
chifm fet fortn in the Book of Common Prayer. And all 
fath«-s, mothers, mailers, and miftrefles, fliail caufe their 
childreti, fervants, and apprentices, which have not 
learned theCatechifm,.to come to the Church at the time , 
appointed, obediently to hear, and to be ordered by the 
M}nifier, until they nave learned the .fame. And if any 
Mtniiler negle£k his duty herein, let him.be iharply re- 
proved upon the firft compl^nt, and true notice thereof 
l^ven to the Biftiop or Ordinary of the place* If, aft^r 
fubmitting himfelf, he (hall willingly offend.thetein ^gain, 
let him be fufpended; if fo the third time, there being 
little hope that he will be therein reformed, then excom- 
i^unicated, and fo remain until he will be reformed. 
And likewife if any of the faid fathers, mothers, mafters, 
or miftrefles, children, (brvants, or apprentices,, ftiall neg* 
led: their duties, as the one fort in not caufingthem to 
come, and the other in refufing to learn, as aforefaid ; let 
' them be fufpended by their Ordinaries, (if they be not 
• . • E children,) 
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children,) and if they fo perfift by the fpace of « mOAUn 
theti let theni be excotmnuhicaied* 

60. Confirmation to be performed once in three YifMii" ' • 

l^ORASMUCH as it bath been a folemn, Aricieiit, and 
•*■ laudable caftom in the Church of God, cOmit>ucd»frobi 
the Apoftles' times, that all Bifliops (hoald lay their h«40^ 
upon children baptized, and inftru6ied in the Cf^chHm 
of Chriflian Religion, praying over tbem, ^itd bleflSng 
them, vvhi^fa we commonly call Confirmalum'i 9^ tli)^ 
this holy a£kion hath been accufioo^ed in th^ Church in 
former ages, to be performed in the Biibop's yifit^tiofi 
every third )rear; we will and appoint, That ^very Bi- 
(hop or his Sufifragan, in his accuftomed vifitation, do in 
his own perfon carefully obferve the faid cuflom. And if 
in that year, by reafon of fome infirnaity, he be not able 
-perfonally to vifit, then. he {hall not pmit the execution of 
that duty of Confirmation the next year after, as he may 
conveniently. 

61. Minifters to prepare Children for Confirmation. 

EVERY Minifter, that hath cure and icharge of fouls, 
for the better accompliihing of the orders prefcribed in 
the Book of Common rrayer concerning Oonfirmattoii, 
ihall take efpecial care that none (hall be prefented to the 
Bifhop for him to lay his hands upon, but fuch as can 
lender an 'account or their faith according to the Cate- 
chifm in the fa&dbdok contained. And when the Biibop 
ihall afflgn any time for the performance of .that part of 
his duty, every fuch Minifter (hall ufe his beft encfeavoiir 
to prepare and make able, and. likewife to procure as 
many as he can to be then brought, and by the Biihop to 
be confirmed. 



62. Minifters not to marry any Perfons without Banm^ o^ 

Licence. 

NO Minifter, upon pain of fufpenfion ^^ ttiennium iffa 
fa^o, (hall celebrate Matrimony between any perfons, 
« without a faculty or* licence granted by fome of tjne per- 
fons in thefe our Conftitutions exprefted, except the Banns 
of Matrimony have been firft publiflied three feveral Sera- 
days^ or Holy-days, in the time of Divine Service, in the 

Parifti- 
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fltriih-^lHii^hes and Cb^ls where the faid parties dwell, 
according to the Book of Common Prayer. Nekher fhall 
any Minifier, upon the like pain, under any pretence 
wh«Mai(Hei:5 Joia lany parfo»$ lb licenfed in naarri&ge at 
any unfeafonable times^ but only between the hours of 
4Bight und twelve in the forenoon, nor in any private 
pi!Btce^ but either in the faid Churches or Chapels wher^ 
ooe of them .dwelleth, and likewife in time of Divine Ser- 
vice; nor when Banns are. thrice a&ed, and no licence in 
liiat refped; neeeflary, before the parents or governors of 
the parties to be married,. being under the age of twenty 
^d one years, ihall either perlbnally, or by fufficient tei* 
tknony, fignify to him their confents given to the faid 
-Manjage. 



63 « ]l4Amfi€rs of 0^emfi Churches not ia marrj without 

Bannsy or Licence^ 

EVERY Minifter^who (hall hereafter celebrate Marriage 
between any perfons contrary to our faid Conditutions, 
or any past cfthem^ under colour of any peculiar liberty or 
privilege claimed to appertain to certain Churches and 
Chapels, (hall be fufpended per triennium by the Ordinary 
of the place where tne offence (hall be committed. And 
if any fuch Minifler fhall afterwards remove from the 
place where he hath committed that faulty before he be 
fufpended, as is aforefaid, then fhall the Biihop of the 
diocefe; or Ordinary of the place where he remaineth, 
liipon certificate under the band and feal of the other Or-

64. Mtniftert folemnly to hid Holy-day», 

EVERY Parfon, Vicar, or Curate, (hall in his feveral 
charge declare to the people, every Sunday at the time 
appointed in the Communion-book, whether there be 
any Holy-days or Fafting-days the week following. 
And if any do hereafter wittingly offend herein, and be- 
ing once admonifhed thereof by his Ordinary, (ball again

ALL Ordinaries ihall^ in their feveralJariididKons^ ca/et> 
fully fee and give order, that as well thofe whoforlDb*-.

(efpecially of the better fort and condition) who for fkdtor 
rious contumacy, or other notable crimes, Hand klMtfuHy 
excommunicate, (unlefs within three months immedi^

EVERY Minifter being a Preacher, and having^ any 
Popifh Recufant or Recufants in his pariih, and thought 
fit by the Bifhop of the diocefe, (hall labour ditigently 
with them from time to time, thereby to reclaim them 
from their errors. And if he be no Preacher, or not fuch 
a Preacher, then he (hall prpcure, if he can poffibly, Ibme 
that are Preachers fo qualified, to take paina witii them 
for that purpofe. If he can procure none, then he (hall 
inform the Bi(ho{> of the diocefe thereof, who (haK ncK; 
only appoint fome neighbour Preacher or Preachers ad-

'JO, Miniflers to keep a Regi/ler of CbrifleningSy Weddtifgs^ 

and Burials, 

IN every Parifti-church and Chapel within thi« reakn, 
ihall be provided one parchment book at the charge of 
the parifli, wherein (hall be written the day and yeajr of 
every Chrifteninff, Wedding, and Burial, which have 
been in that parim fince the time that the law was firft 
made in that behalf, fo far as the ancient books f heipeof 
can be procured, but efpecially fince the beginning of the 
reign of the late Queen. And for the fafe keeping of the 
faid book, the Church- wardens, at the cliarge of the parifli, 
fhall provide one fure coffer, with three locks and keys : 
whereof the one to remain with the Minifter, and the 
other two with the Church- wardens, feverally; fo that 
neither the Minifter without the two Church -wardens, 
tior the Church-wardens without the Minifter, fiiall at 
any time take that book out of the faid coSer. And 
henceforth upon every Sablath-day, immediately rfter 
Morning or Evening Prayer, the Minifter and Church- 
wardens fhall take the faid parchment book out of the 
faid coffer, and the Minifter, in the prefence of the 
Church-wardens, fhall write and record in the f^id book 
the names of all perfons chriftened, together with the 
names and furnames of their parents, and alfo the names 
of all perfons married and buried in that pariihin the 
week before, and the day and year of every fuch Cbrift- 
ening, MarriagCi, and Burial ; and, that done, they fhall lay 
up -that book in the coflfer, as before, and the Miriifter 
and Church-wardens unto every page of that book, when 
it fhall be filled with fuch infcriptions, fhall fubfcribe 
Aeir names.

NO Minifter fl)all preach, or adminifter the holy Com- 
mi^nion, in any private houfe, except it be in times of 
i^ceffity, when any being either fo impotent as he can- 
Wtgo to tbe Church, or very dangeroufly fick, are de- 
£rQus to be partakers of the holy oacranient, upon pain 
of iufpenfi^n for the firil ofience, and excommunication for 
tlje ijecond* Provided, that houfes are here reputed for 

f)rivate houfes, wherein are no Chapels dedicated and al- 
owedby the Ecclefiaftical Laws of this realm i And pro- 
vided ajfo, under the pains before expreffed, that no 
Chaplains do preach or adminifter the Communion in any 
pt)i^ places, but in the Chapels of the faid houfes ; an4 
that alfo they do the fame very feldom upon Sundays and 
I^oly-days j fo that both the fords and mafters of the faicj

FORASMUCH as all conventicles, and fecrct meetings 
. of Priefts and Minifters^ have been ever juftly accounted 
▼ery hurtful to the ftate of the Church wherein they live ; 
we do now ordain and conftttate. That no Priefis, or Miit- 
ifters of the Word of God, or any other perfons, fhall 
meet together in any private houfe, or eliewnere, to ccai- 
fult upon any matter or courfe to be taken by them, or 
upon their monon or direftion by any other, which may 
any wav tend to the impeaching or depraving of the. doc- 
trine of^the Church of England, or of the Book of Oqhj- 
mon Prayer, or of any part of the government and ^foi^iiie 
now eftaolilhed in the Church ot England, under pam of 
excommunication ipfofaSio. 

^4, Decency in Apparel enjoined to Mini/fers» 

THE true, ancient, and flouri(hing Churches of CMft, 
being ever defirous, that their Prelacy and Clergy 
might be Jiad as well in outward reverence, as othcrwilb 
regarded for the worthinefs of their miniftry, did tfatnk: it 
£t, by a prefcript form of decent and comely apparel^ to 
have them known to- the people, and thereby to receive 
the honour and eftimation due to the fpecial Meffengers 
and Minifters of Almighty God^ we therefore following 
^eir grave judgment, and the ancient cuftom of . the 
phurch of England, and hoping that in time newfanj^Ie- 
nrefs of apparel in fome fa6liou8 perfons will die of kielf, 
do conftitute and appoint. That the Archbiihops and 
Biihops (hall not intermit to ufe the accuftomed apparel 
of their degrees. Likewife all Deans, Maftersof Colleges, 
lArchdeacons, and Prebendaries, in Cathedral and Colle- 
giate Churches, (being Priefts or Deacons,) DoAors in 
jDivinity, Law, and Phyfic, Bachelors in Divinity, Mafters 
of Arts, and Bachelors of Law, having any £(^leiiaftical 
Livihff, ftiall lifually wear Gowns with ftanding Collars 
and Sleevies ftratt at the hands, or wide Sleeves, as is tiled 
in the Univerfi ties, with Hoods or Tippets of iilk or far- 
cenet,'and fquare Caps. And that all other Minifiers 
admitted or to be admitted intoihat fundion ftiall alio 
ufually wear the like apparel as is aforefaid, •esccept 
Tippets only. We do further in like manoev ordain^ That

4H Ihe fiiid-iikadefiaftical Peribns above ^menttcmed iliall • 
uiually wear in their journeys Cloaks with Sleeves, com* 
monly called Prieft's Cloaks, without guards, welts, long 
buttons^ or cuts. And no EccleGaftical Perfon fliall wear 
any Coif or wrought Night-cap, but only plain Night-caps 
of bdack iiik, fatten, or velvet. In all which particulars 

.QOtaceroing the iipparel here prefcribed, oar meaning is 

, Dot to attribute any holinefs or fpecial worthinefs to the 
&id garments, but for decency, gravity, and order, as is- 
before fpecified. In private houles, and in their ftudies, 
the faid Perfens Ecclefiaftical may ufe any comely and 

^ fcbolar-like apparel, provided that it be not cut or pmkt ; 
and that in public they to not in their Doublet and. 
Hofe, without Coats or (JalTocks ; and that they wear 
not any light-coloured Stockings. Like wife poor bene«- 
ficed Men and Curates (not being able to provide them- 
felves long Gowns) may go in ihort Gowns of the fafhion 
aforefaid. 

75. Sober Converfation required in Mini/lers. 

NO Eeclefiaftical Perfon (ball at any time, other than 
for their honed neceflities, refort to any taverns, or 
alefaoufes, neither fliall they board or lodge in any fuch 
. places. Furthermxjre, they (hall not give themfelves to 
any haib or fervile labour, or to drinking or riot, fpending 
their time idly by day or by night, playing at dice, cards^ 
or tables, or any other unlawful games : but at all times 
coaveoient they (liall hear or read fpmewhat of the iioly 
Scriptures, or fliall occupy themfelves with fome other 
•boneft ftudy or exercife, always doing the things which 
ihall appertain to boneily, and endeavouring to profit the 
Church of God ; having always in mind, that they ought 
to excel all others in purity of life, and fliould be examples 
to the people to live tvell and chriflianly, under pain of 
Ecclefiaflical cenfures, to be infli6led with feverity, ^^ 
cordilig to the qualities of their offences. ■ '

76. Mini/iers at no time toforfaie their Calling. 

NO man being admitted a Deacon or Minifler fliallfnom 
thenceforth voluntarily relinquifli the fame, nor after* 
3vard ufe himfdf in the courfe of his life as a Layman, 
upon pain of excommunication. And the names of all 
fuch men, fo fbrfaking their calling, the Church-<wardens 
of the^parifli where they dwell fkSX prefent to the fiifliop

77 • Npne io ieach School luitbout Licence • 

NO man ffiall teach either in pitbHc fchopl, or private 
houfe, but fuch as (hall be allowed by the Bifhop of 
the diocefe, or Ordinary of the place, under his hand and 
feal, being found meet as well for hU learning and dexte- 
rity in teaching, as for fober and honeft converfation, and 
alio for right underftanding of God^s true religion ; and 
alfo except he fhall firft fublcribe to the firft and third Ar- 
ticles afore-mentioned fimply, and to the two firft clanfes 
of the fecond Article. 

78. Curates defirous to teach to he Vicenfed hefore others. 

IN what Parifli-church or Chapel foever there i§ a Cu- 
rate, which is a Matter of Arts, or Bachelor of Arts, or 
Is otherwife well able to teach youth, and will willingly fo 
do, for the better increafe of bis living, and tpaining up of 
children in principles of true religion ; we will and omkxij 
That a licence to teach youth of the pariih where be fepv* 
eth be granted to none by the Ordinary of that place, but 
<7nly to the faid Curate. Provided always, that this Con-^ 
ftitution {hall not extend to any Pariih or Chapel in 
country towns, where there is a public fchool fbunaed al- 
ready ; in which c^e we think it not meet to allow any to 
teach grammar^ but only bim that is allowed for the feid 
public fcboo). 

79. The Duty of Scboolmajlers. 

ALL Schoolmafters {JosSX teach in Englilh or l^tif^dstb^ 
children are able to bear, the larger or (horter Cate- 
chifm heretofore by. public authority fet forth. And as 
often as any Sermon fhall be upon holy and feftival days 
srithln the parifti where they teacb, they (hall bring their 
icbobrs to the Church where fuch Sermon fliall be niade^ 
^md there fee them quietly and foberly behave themfej^fs ; 
0nd ihall examine them at times convenictot, :after,their rcr 
ittirn, what they have-borne away of focbS^rmon. Upon 
Other dap^ .and .at .akber jtimes^. they .ibaU/tzai«. then up 

with 
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faHTaehjJfQnteiicdB of faoljr Scripture, as Ib^ bemeft 
pedient to induce them to all godlinels : and they fhaii 
teach the Grammar fet forth by King Henry the Eighthy 
and continued in the times of King Edward the Sixth, and 
Queen Elizabeth of noble memory, and none other. And 
if any School mader, being licenfed, and having fubfcribed 
as aforefaid, (hall offend in any of the premifes, or either 
fpeak, write, or teach againft any. thing whereunto ho 
bath formerly fubfcribed, (if upon admonition by the Ox-* 
dinary he do not amend and reform himfelf,) let him be 
fufpended from teaching School any longer.

THE Church -wardens or Queft-jn?n of jpvery Church 
and Chapel (hall, at the charge of the parifh, p^ovi^^ 
the Book of Common Prayer, lately explained in fome few 
points by his Majefty's authority, according to the laws 
and his Highnefs's prerogative m that behalf, and that 
with all ©emvenieflt fpeed, but at the furtheft v«^ithin two 
RiOiitbs. after the pubUfhing of thefe our Conftitutions. 
And if any pariihes be yet unfumiflied of the Bible of th^ 
Iftrgeft volume^ or of the Books of Homilies allowed .by 
iiulhmity, the .faid Church^ wardens fliall. within cpnye^ 
nient time provide the fame at the like charge of t|i(^ 
parifh.

TITHEREAS we have no doubt, but that inall Churches

Tables are provided and placed for the aelebration of the 

iholy Cosnipunion^ we aj^int^.tbat t);ie fcMuis J4ble» ih^ 

from 
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fi^cm thtie to time be kept and i^pftlred in fttffidbntfl^ 
feemly manner, and covered, in time of Divine Serma^: 
with a carpet of (ilk or other decent ftuff, thou^t disst^ 
fay the Ordinary of the place, if any queftion be made oC^ 
it, and with a fair linen cloth at the time of the Miniftfa-j^ 
loon, as becometh that Table, and fo ftand, faving when 
the faid holy Commanion is to be admin iflered : at wfaiob; 
time the fame (hall be placed in fo good fort within the 
Gharch or Chancel, as thereby the Minifter m w be mora 
conveniently heard of the Communicants in his Prayer and 
Miniftration, and the Commmiicants alfo more convents 
ently, and in more number, may communicate with the 
faid Minifter; and that the Ten Commandments be fet 
up on the Eaft end of every Church and Chapel, where 
the people may befi fee and read the fame, and other 
chofen fentences written upon the walls of the faid 
Churches and Chapels, in places convenient; and like- 
wife that a convenient feat be made for the Minifler to 
fead f^vice in. All thefe to be done at the charge of the 
parifh, 

83. AVulpit to he provided in every Church, 

THE Church-wardens or Queft«*m^, at the common 
charge of the Parilhioners in every Church, Aiall pro* 
vide a comely^ and decent Pulpit to be fet in a convenient 
place within the fame, by the difcretion of the Ordinary of 
the place, if any aueflion do arife, and to be there leemly 
kept for the preacning of Grod's Wcnrd. 

84. A Cbeflfor Alms in every Churchy 

THE Church-wardens (hall provide and have, within 
three months after the publifhing of thefe Conftitu- 
lions, a ftrong Chefl, with a hole in the upper part thereof, 
to be provided at the charge of the panfh, (if there be 
none fuch already provided,) having three keys ; of whidh 
one (hall remain in the cuftody of the Parfon, Vicar, or Cu- 
rate, and the other two in the cuftody of the Church-war-* 
dens for the time being : which Cheft they (hall fet and 
iaften in the moft convenient place> to the mtent the PSa- 
riihioners may put into it their alms for their poor neighs 
4>oiir8. And the Parfon, Vicar, or Curate (hall diligently, 
from time to time, and efpecially when men make their 
i:eftament6, call upon, exhort, and move their neighbour^ 
^ confer and give, as they may well fpare^ to the farS 

Cheft; 
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Ofe^r^ecSaring nnto them, that whereas heretofore thcr 
hatc'b^n diligent to beftow much fubftanoe otherwife 
than God commandedy upon fuperftitious iifes, now they 
OUght'at this time to be much more ready to help the poor 
ai» needy, knowing that to relieve the poor is a facrifiqe 
which pkafeth God; and that alfo whatfoever is j^ivea 
for their ccnsfort is< given to Chrifl htmfelf, and is lo aa^- 
cepted of him, that he will mercifully reward the fame. 
The which alms and devotion of the people, the keepers 
tf the keys (hall yearly, quarterly, or oftencr, (as need re** 
quireth,) take out of the Cheft, and diftribute the fame in 
the prefence of moft of the parifh, or fix of the chief of 
them> to be truly and faithfully delivered to their moft 
poor and needy neighbours. 

85. Churches to be kept infufficient Reparatitms. 

THE Chtirch-wardens or Queft-men (hall take care and 
•provide that the Churches be well and fufficiently re- 
paired, and fo from time to time kept and maintained, that 
the windows be well glazed, and that the floors be kept 
paved, plain, and even, and all things there in fucb an or* 
derly and decent fort, without duft, or any thing that 
nsay be either noifome or unfeemly, as heft becometh 
the Houfe of God, and is prefcribed in an Homily to 
that eflfe<9k. The like care they (hall take, that th» 
Ghurch-yards be well and fufiSciently repaired, fenced^ 
and maintained with walls, rails, or pales, as have been 
' in each place accudomed, at their charges unto whom by 
law the fame appertaineth : but efpecjally they (hall fee 
that in every meeting of the congregation peace be well 
^kcpt ; and that all perfons excommunicatQcl, and fo de- 
nounced, be kept out of the Church, 

%6. Churches to be /urveyei. and the Decays certified t« th't 

bigbCommi(fimers. 

EVERY Dean, Dean and Chapter, Archdeacon, and 
othcirs which have authority to hold Ecolefiafiical^^^K- 
Citations by compofition, law, or prefcription, ihall furvUy 
the Churches of his or their jurifdidion once in every three 
years in his own peribn, or caufe the fame to be done; 
and ihall from time to time within the faid thtee yeaiv 
' certify- the high CommiflSoners for Caufes Ecclefiamc^, 
every year, of fuch defers in any the faid Churches, as he 
or they dQ find to remain unrepaired^ and the nam^a and 

furnames 
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&maja:ies of the parties faulty therein. Upon vrhidi oe^^ 
ficate, we defire that the fald high Commiilioners wilL^;if 
officio nuro fend for fuch parties, and compel them to obejr 
the juft and lawful decrees of fuch Ecclefiaftical Ordin^r 
ries^ making fuch certificates. 

87. A Terrier of Glebe- lands ^ and other Pojfejjions Belonging 

to Churches. 

'\l[/'£ ordain, that the Archbifhops, and all Bifhops witii^ 
^ ^ in their feveral diocefes, (hall procure (as much as in 
them lieth) that a true note and terrier of all the glebes, 
landsy meadows, gardens, orchards, houfes,; (locks, implcr 
xnents, tenements, and portions of tithes lying out of their 
pariflies, (which belong to any Parfonage, or Vicarage, or 
rural Prebend,) be taken by the view of honed men in 
every parifli, by the appointment of the Bifhop, (whereof 
the Minifter to be one,) and be laid up in the BiibopNi 
Begiilry, there to be for a perpetual memory thereof. 

88. Churches not to be profaned. 

THE Church-wardens or Queft-men, and their Af- 
fidants, fhall fufier no plays, feafts, banquets, fuppers, 
church-ales, drinkings, temporal courts, or leets, lay- 
juries, muders, or any other profane ufage, to be kept in 
the Church, Chapel, or Churchy-yard, neither the oells 
to be rung fuperditioufly upon Holy-days or Eves abro^ 
^ted bjr the Book of Common Prayer, nor at any other 
times, without good caufe to be allowed by the MiniAer 
of the place, and by themfelves. 



Church-wardens or Quefl-men, and Side-men or

. 89. The Choice of Church-wardens, and their Account. 

ALL Church-wardens or Quefi^men in everv parilh ifaall 
be chofen by the joint confent of the Minifier and 
tbe Parifliioners, if it may be ; but if they cannot agree 
upon fuch a choice, tben the Minifter {ball choofe one, 
and the Parifliionera another : and without fuch a joint 
or feveral choice none (liall take upon them to be Church* 
wardens: neither fhall they continue any longer than 
one year in that ofSce, except perhaps tney be ebc^en 

again 
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.again in liice, manner. And aU Church--waFdens attbe 
end of tteir ye^, or within a month after at tlie moft^ 
fhsAl before the Minifter and the Pari(bioners gi\^e up a 
ji^ft account of fuch money as they have received, and alfo 
what particularly they have beftowed in reparations, and 
otherwife, for the ufe of the Church. And Ia(^ of all, gOr 
ing out of their office, they (hall truly deliver up to th|5 
.Parifliioners whatfoever money or other things of rigl^: 
belonging to the Church or Parifli, which remaineth in 
their hands, that it may be delivered over by them to the 
next Church-wardens by bill indented. ^ * 

90. The Choice of Side-men^ and their joint Office with 

Church 'Wardens. 

« ^^ • s 

THE Church- wardens or Queft^men of every parifli, and 
two or three or more difcreet perfons in every parilh, 
to be chofen for Side-men or Amftants by the MiniAer 
and Parifliioners, if they can agree, (otherwife to be ap- 
pointed by the Ordinary of the diocefe,) fhall diligently 
lee that ail the Parifliioners duly refort to their dhurcn 
upon all Sundays and Holy- days, and there continue the 
whole time of Divine Service \ and none to walk or to ftaiid 
idle. or talking in the Church, or in the Church-yard, or 
the Church-porch, during that time* And all fuch as (hali 
be found flack or negligent in reforting to the Church 
(having no great or urgent caufe of abfence) they fliall 
earneftiy call upon them ; and after due monition, (if they 
amend not,) they fliall prefent them to the Ordinary of the 
place. The choice of which perfons, viz. Church^wardens 
or Quefl-men, Side-men or Affiflant9, fliall be yearly made 
in Eafter-week. 
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Parifli-Clcrks. 

91. .Pari/b'ClerJis to be chofen hy the Mincer. 

NO Parifli -Clerk upon any vacation fhaU be choferi, 
within the city of London, or elfewhere within the 
province of Canterbury, but by the Parfon or Vicar ; or, 
where there is no Parfon or Vicar, by the Minifter of th^t 
place for the time being : which choice fliall be iigni&ed 
by the faid Minifter, Vicar, or Parfon, to the Parifliioners 
the next Sunday following, in the time of Divine Service. 
Apd the faid Clerk fliall be of twenty years of age at

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the leaft, and known to tha 6id Pw*fon, Vicar, #r^ Jfts^-i 
after, to be of honeft eonverfation, and fufS^sient for bf |i* 
readinff, writing, and alfo fot- his competent ikill in bilg- 
ing, if it may be. And the faid Clerks fo chofen ftjaU 
have and receive their ancient wages, .withp»t fraud oTj 
diminution, either at the liands of the Church- wardenSa- 
at fuch times as hath been, accuftomed, or by tbejf w^n .

TDOR ASMUCH as many heretofore have been by Appai^., 
-■• ritors both of inferior courts, and of the. courts or the 
Archbifhop's Prerogative, much diftra&ed, and diverfciy 
called and fummoned for probate of wills, or to ta^eadmin^. 
iftrations of the goods or perfons dying inteiftate^ and atc^^ 
thereby vexed and grieved with many caufelefs and iin».. 
neceffary troubles, moleftations^ and expences i t<re co:d^4i^ 
ftitutfe and appoint. That all Chancellors, Commiflaries.' or ^ 
Officials, or any other exercifing ecclefiaftical jarifdi6iiOQ . 
wbatfoever, fhall at the firft charge with an oath alf pcr-^- 
foas called or volnntariTy appearmff before them, for tTie"; 
probate of any will, or the adminiftration of any goods, J 
whether they know, or (moved by any fpecial indupe-, 
ment) do firmly believe, that the party deceafedi whbfe' 
teftament or goods depend now in queftion, had at die' 
time of his or her death any goods or good deibts in aqy 
other diocele or diocefes, or peculiar jurifdiftioo within 
that province, than in that wherein the faid party died, 
amounting to the value of five, pounds. And if tne faid 
perfon cited, or voluntarily appearing "before, him, rtiall 
upon his oath affirm, that he knoweth, or (as aforefaid) 
firmly beli«veth, that the faid party deceafed had goods^ 
or good debts in any other diocefe or diocefes, or peculiar 
junfdiftion within the faid province, to the value afore- 
faid, and particularly fpecify and declare the fame; then 
fhall be prefently difmifs him, not prefuming to intepr*^ 
meddle with the probate of the faid will, or to grant ad^ 
Biiniftration of the good& of the party fo dying mteftate j 
neith^ fhall he require or e2ui€t any other charges c^f tfaef 

' "faid* 
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t/SA Rallies; more than fach only as are due fbr the <;}ta* 
Ikm, and other procefs bad and ufed againft the faM par • 
tioB upon dieir further contumacy ; but fhall openly and 
^i^nly declare and profefs^ that the faid canfe belongeth 
to the Prerogative of the Archbifliop of that province; 
wlIKng apd admoniihing the party to prove the faid will; 
or require adminiftration pf the fatd goods in the court of 
the fiud Prerogative, and to exhibit before him the faid 
Judge the probate or adminiftration under the feal of the 
Ptero^rative, within forty days next following. And if 
any Ohancellor, Commiflary, OiBcial, or other exercifing 
ccdefiailical jurifdiAion wbatfoever, or any their Be^ 
ffiArar, (hall offend herein, let him be ipfofado fufpended 
nom the execution of his office, not to be abfolved or re- 
leaf^ until be have reftored to the party all expences by 
him laid out contrary to the tenor of the preqiifes ; and 
every fuch probate of any teilament, or adminiflration of 
gdoaa fo granted, fhall be held void and fruftrate to ail 
efieds of the law whatfoever. 

Furthermore, we charge and enjoin, That the Regiftrar 
of every inferior Judge do, without all difficulty or delay, 
certify and inform the Apparitor of the Prerogative Court, 
repainng unto him once a month, and no oftener, what 
executors or adminiftrators have been by his faid Judge, 
fik* the Incompetency of his own jurifdiSion, dtfmiffed to 
the Imd Preromtive Court within the month next before^ 
tmderjpBln ofa month's fufpeniion from the exercife of 
hia officer for every default therein.. Provided, that this 
Canon, or any thing therein contained, be not prejudicial 
to any compofition between the Archbiffiop and any Bi^ 
iticb or other 'Ordinary, nor to any inferior Judge that 
ifaall grant. any probate of tefiament, or adminiftration of 
goods, to any party that ihall voluntarily deftre it both 
out of the faid inferior court, and alfo out of the Preroga^ 
tive.

FURTHElRMdU'E, we decree and ordain. That no 
Judge of ihe Archbifhop's Prerogative fhall hencefor- 
ward cite, or caufe to be cited, ex officio^ any perfon what* 
foeyer to any of the aforeiaid intents^ unlefs he have 
.. p knowledge 
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knowledge that the party deceafed was at the time of Vii 
death pofibfied of goods and chattels in fome other dtgcef^ 
or diocefes, or peculiar jurifdi£tton within that province, 
than in that wherein he died^ amounting to the value .of 
five pounds at the lead ; decreeing ana declaring, that 
whoio hath not goods in divers diocefes to the faid funi 
or value fliali not be accounted to have Bona notahilid.

NO Dean of the Arches, nor Official of the Arckbt-* 
(hop's Confiftory, nor any Judge of the. Audienee, 
{hall henceforward in his own name, or in the name of 
the Archbi(hop, either ex officio^ or at the inftance of any 
party, originally cite, fummon, or any way compel^ or 
procure to be cited, fummoned, or compelled, any perfon 
•which dwelleth not within the particular diocefe or pecu* 
}iar of the faid Archbi(hop, to appear before him or any 
of them, for any caufe or matter whatfoever belonging to 
eccleliaftical cognizance, without the licence of the Dio- 
cefan firft had and obtained in that behalf, other than in 
fuch particular cafes only as are exprefsly excepted and 
referved in and by a (iatute^»»o 23.

A LBEIT by former Conftitutions of the Church of 
•^^ England, every Bi(hop hath had two months fpace to 
enquire and inform himfelf of the fufficieacy and qualities

of .every Minifter, after he hath been prefi^n ted unto him 
to' be mftituted into any. benefice ) yet, for the avoiding of 
fpme inconveniences, we do now abridge and reduce the 
fifld two months unto eight and twenty days only. In 
i^lpedt of which abridgment we do ordain and appoint, 
that no double quarrel fiiall hereafter be granted out oi 
any of the Archoifhop's courts at the fuit of atiy Minifter 
y;nofoever, except he ftall firft take his perfonal oath, that

FOkASMQCH as matrimonial caufes have been always 
reckoned and reputed among the weightieft, and 
tiierefore require the greater caution, when they come to 
be handled and debated in judgment, efpecially in caufes 
wherein matrimony, having been in the Church duly fo- 
lemnized, is required, upon any fuggeftion or pretext 
whatfoever^ to be diiTolved or annulied ; we do flraitly 
char^ and enjoin^ That in all proceedings to divorce, and 
nullities of matrimony, good circumfpedion and advice 
hb ufed, and that the truth may (as far as is poflible) be 
fiftcd out by the depofition of witneflee, and other lawful 
proofs and . evictions ; and that credit be not given to the 
foic confeffion of the parties themfclves, howlbever taken 
upon oath 6ither vtdthin or without the court.

Which 
time fo appomted fliall always be one of the two times 
in every year, when the Minifter, and Church-wardens, 
and Side-men of every parifli fliall exhibit to their feverai 
Ordinaries the prefentments of fuch enormities as have 
happened in their pariflies fince their laft prefentments.

I27# The Quality and Oath of Judges. 

NO man (hall hereafter be admitted a Chancellor^Com* 
miliary, or Official, to exercife any ecclefiaftical ju- 
rifdi£tion, except he be of the full age of &% and twenty 
years at the leaft, and one that is learned in the Civil and 
Ecclefiaftical Laws, and is at the leaft a Mafi:er of Arts or 
Bachelor of Law, and is reafotiably well pra£tifed in the 
courfe thereof, as likewife well aflfe£led, and zealoufiy 
bent to religion, touching whofe life and manners no evil 
example is had ; and accept, before he enter into or exe- 
cute any fuch office, he (hall take the oath of the King's 
jbpremacy in the prefence of the Biihop, or in the open 
court, and (hall fubfcribe to the Articles of Religion agreed - 
upon in the Convocation in the year one thoufana.five 
hundred (ixty and two, and (hall alfo fwear that he will, 
to the uttermoft of his underftanding, deal uprightly and 
juftly in his office, without refpeft or favour of reward ; 
the faid oaths and fubfcription to be recorded by a Begi* 
ftrar then prefent. And likewife all Chancellors, Com-^ 
miflaries.

furtherance and increafe of learning, and the advancement 
pi Civil and Canon Law, following the laudable cutioms 
heretofore obferved in the Courts pertaining to the Arch- 
biihop of Canterbury ; we will and ordain, that no Proc- 
tor exerciiing in any of them (ball entertain any caufe

lent of the Lords fpiritual and temporal, and Commoniij 
in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the autho* 
rity of the farpe. That, from and after the twenty-- 
fifth day of March in the year of our Lord one thou«^- 
fand feven hunjdred and fifty-four, all banns, of hiatri* 
inony Ihall be jmbliihed in an audible manner in the pa-» 
ri(h-church, or in fome public chapel, in which public 
chapel banns of matrimony have been ufually publiflied, 
of or belonging to fuch parifli or chapelry, wherein the 
perfoDS to be married (h^U dwell, according ta the form 
of words prefcribed by the Rubric prefixed to the Office 
of Matrimony in the Book of Common Prayer, upon

Provided always. That nothing herein before contained

publiftied ; or where the marriage is by licence, it fhall 
not be neceilary to give any proof that the ufual place of 
abode of one of the parties, for the fpace of four weeks as 
aforefaid, was in the parifh or chapelry where the mar-* 
riage was folemnized.; nor fliall any evidence in either of 
the faid cafes be received to prove the contrary, in any 
fuit touching the validity of fuch marriaee. 

And it is hereby further enacted, Tnat all marriages 
folemnized by licence, after the faid twenty-fifth day of

AB for the Uniformity of Common Prayer and Setviee 
in the Cburcbj and AJminiftraticn of ibe Saarammtu ' ^ 



'ITT'HERE at the death of our late Sovereign Hjotd^ 
^^ King Edward the Sixth, there remained oneuili^ 
form Order of Common Service and Prajrer, andof t&e 
Adminiftration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremoni^ of 
the Church of England, which was fet forth in one Book, 
intituled. The Book of Common Prayer, aHd AdmimfiiNttim 
of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies in the Ckurek 
of England, authorized by A6t of Parliament, boldeii ift 
the fifth and fixth years of our faid late Sovereign Lovd, 
King Edward the Sixth, intituled, An A3 for tbt IM^ 
formity of Common Prayer, and Admiailiraium of ibe Smm^ 
ments ; the which was repealed, and taken away by A€t ' 
of Parliament, in the firft year of the reign of our late^ 
Sovereign Lady, Queen Mary, to the great decay of the 
due honour of God, and difcomfprt to the profe&rs of 
the truth of Chrift's religion. 

2. Be it therefore enacled by the authority of this pre* 
fent Parliament, That the faid Statute of Rep^, andevenr ' 
thing therein contained, only concerning the fud Boqe^ - 
and the Service, Adminiftration of Sacraments, Biteft^ 
and Ceremonies, contained or appointed in or bf tbe laid ^ 
Book, (hall be void and of none effe£l, from and after 'tli* 
feaft of the Nativity of St. John Baptift next coming: laoii*, 
that the faid Book with the Order of Service, and of Ae 
Adminifiration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies ymAts. 
the alterations and additions therein added and appoxnte4f 
by the Statute, (hall ftand, and be^ from and after the {aid < 
feaft of the Nativity of St. John Baptift, in full force and 
effeft, according to the tenor and effe^ of this Statute : * 
any thins in the forefaid Statute of Repeal to the contrar{r 
notwithftanding. 

3. And further be it enaSed by the Queen's Hi^fanefs,':

fame. That all and lingular Minifters in any cathedttl, 
or parifti-church, or other place within this Re|bii.0E.^ 

England, 
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[n3^'^WaIes, and the Marches of the fame, or other 
the Queen's dominions^ (hall, from and after the feafl 
of the Nativity of St. John . Baptift next coming, be 
bounden to fay and ufe the Mattins, Evenfong, Cele- 
bration of the Lord's Supper, and Adminiftration of 
each of the Sacraments, and all their common and open 
Prayer, in fuch order and form as is mentioned in the 
f2ni'Book,*lb authorized by Parliament in the faid fifth 
and fixCh years of the reign of King Edward the Sixth ; 
with one alteration or addition of certain leflbns to be 
u(ifd' dh every Sunday in the year, and the form bf the 
LilMy- altered and corfe6ted, and two fen tences only 
addedf in the delivery of the Sacrament to the commu- 
nlMiits^ and none other, or other wife.

8. And if any fuch perfon, not having any fpiritual

Ion, Vicar, or other Minifter in any cathedral or parifh 
church, or in chapel, or in any other place,, to fingor 
fay any common or open Prayer, or to. minifter any 
Sacrament otherwife^ or in any other manner and fonn^ 
than is mentioned in the faid Book ; or that by any of 
tlie i^id means fliall unlawfully interrupt, or let any Par- 
loin, Vicar, or other Minifter in any cathedral or parifh 
(^urcb, chapel, or any other place, to fiog or fay com- 
ipQn and open Prayer^ or to minifter the Sacraments, 
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Ot any of them, in fuch manner and form, as is men^^ 
tionea in the faid Book; that then every fuch perfon, 
being thereof lawfully cbnvifted, in form abovefaid, fliall 
forfeit to the Queen our Sovereign Lady, her heirs and 
facceflbrs, for the firft offence, an hundred marks. 
^*'10. And if any perfon or perfons, being once convi6k of 
in^ fuch offence, eftfoons offend againft any of the laft 
fedited offences, and Ihall in form aforelaid be thereof 
lawfully convift ; that the fame perfon fo oflending, and 
cotfyift, (hall for the fecond offence forfeit to the Queen 
our Sovereign Lady, her heirs and fuceffors, four hundred 
marks. 

' IT. And if any perfon, after he in form aforefaid (hall 
have been twice convift of any offence concerning any 
of the laft recited offences, ihall offend the third time, 
and be thereof in form abovefaid lawfully convift ; that 
then every perfon fo offending and convift (haU for his 
thi^d offence forfeit to our Sovereign Lady the Queen 
iA bis goods aftd chattels, and fhali fuffer imprifonment 
daring his life. 

""ii. And if any perfon or perfons, that for his firft 
offence concerning the premifes ftiall be convift in form 
dforefaid, do not pay the fum to be paid by virtue of 
his 'convi&ion, in fuch manner and form as the fame 
0\ieht to be paidi within fix weeks next after his con- 
viAtiori ; that then every perfon fo convift, and fo not 
payitig the fame, (hall for the fame firft offence, inftead 
of the faid fum, fuffer imprifonment by the fpace of fix 
months, without bail or mainprife. 
'^ 13. And if any perfon or perfons, that for his fecond 
dffetic^ concerning the premifes ftiall be convidt in form 
aforefaid, do not pay the faid fum to be paid by virtue of 
his conviftion and tnis Eftatute, in fuch manner and form 
st^ the fame ought to be paid, within fix weeks next after 
his faid fecona conviction ; that then every perlbn fo 
ccWiviAed, and not paying the fame, ftiall for the fame 
fecond-offence, inftead of the faid fum, fuffer imprifonment 
duritig twelve months, without bail or mainprife.

orderly and foberly, during the time of comtnon pray^, 
preaching, or other (ervice of God there to be uf6d, and 
tniniftered; upon pain of puniOiment by the eenfuree of 
the Church, and alio upon pain that every perfon-fo- 
odending (hall forfeit for every fuch ofience, twelve |>endiD^^' 
to be levied by the church-vi^ardens of the parifli wh«*^^ 
fuch offence fliall be dope, to the ufe of the poor of the 
fame parifli, of the eoods, lands, and tenements c^fuoh^ 
offender, by way of diftrefs. 

15. And for due execution hereof, the Queen^s moft*^ 
excellent Majefty^ the Lords tempiMral, and all the Ck>m^

many fouls : for prevention whereof in time to come^ fiir* 
fettling the peace of the Church, and for allaying tlier 
prefent diftempers, which the indifpofition of the tine' 
nath contr^fted, the King's Majefty (according to hi»« 
declaration of the five and twentieth of Oftober, one tbcm*

30. Provided always. That whereas tl^e fix and thirtieth 
Article of the nine and thirty Articles agreed upon by the 
Archbi(hops and Bifhops of both provinces, and the whole 
Glergy in the convocation hplden at London, in the year 
of our Lord one thoufand five hundred fixty-two, for the 
•avoiding of diverfities of opinions, and for eftablifliing of

That all fubfcriptions hereafter to be had 
or made unto the laid Articles by any Deacon, Priefl:,'Or 
ecclefiaftical perfon, or other perfon whatfoever, who by 
iJiis AiBt, or any other law now in force, is required to fub- 
fcribe unto the faid Articles^ (hall be conftrued, and taken 
to extend, and (hall be applied (for and touching the faid

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An ABfor the Minifters of the Church to be of found 
r ' •' ' ' Religion. 

THAT the churches, of the Queen's Majefty's domi- 
. - nions may be ferved with Pallors of found religion, 
be it ena£ked^ by the authority of this prefent Parliament, 
That every perfoa under the decree of a Bifhop, which 
kiotb or fball pretend to be a Prieft or Minifter of God's 
holy Word and Sacraments, by reafon of any other form 
Hof infiitution, confecration, or ordering, than the form fet 
forth by Parliament in the time of the late King of moft 
worthy memory. King Edward the Sixth, or now ufed iri 
the reign of our moft gracious Sovereign Lady, before the 
feaft of the Nativity otChrift next folloyiring, fliall, in the 
prefence of the Bimop or Guardian of the Spiritualities of 
fome one diocefe where he hath or (hall have ecclefiaflical 
living, declare his aflent, and fubfcribe to all the Articles 
of Religion, which only concern the confeffion of the 
true Chriftian faith, and the do£lrine of the Sacraments, 
comprifed in a book imprinted, intituled, Articles, where- 
upon it was agreed hj the Archhifbops and Bi/hots of both 
Provinces, ana the whole Clergy, in the Convocation holden 
at Liondon, in the year of our l/ird God one thouf and five 
hundred fixty and two, according to the computation of ths 
Church of England, for the avoiding of the diverftties of oft'- 
nions, and for the eflabltfhing of confent touching true Reli- 
gion, put forth by the Queen[s Authority : and ftiall bring 
from iuch 3iQiop or Guardian of Spiritualities, in writing, 
under his feal authentic, a teAimonlal of fuch aifent and 
fubfcription, and openly on fome Sunday, in the time of 
the public fervice, afore noon, in every church where by 
reafon of any ecclefiaftical living he ought to attend, read 
both the faid tedimonial and the faid Articles, upon p^in 
that every fuch perfon which fliall not before the f^id feaft 
do as is above appointed, (hall be ipfo fc^^o deprived, and 
all his eccleiiailical promotions fhail be void, a^ if he then 
were naturally dead.

therein, or not revoke his eiTor, or after fuch revocation 
eftfoon affirm fuch untrufe doSrine, fuch maintaining or 
affirming, and perfifting, or fuch eftfoon affirming, mall 
be juft caufe to depriv6 fuch perfon of his ecckfiaftical 
promotions ; and it (hall be lawful to the Biihop of the 
diocefe, or the Ordinary, or the faid Commiffioners, to 
deprive fuch perfon fo perfifting, or lawfully convijfted of 
fuch eftfoons affirming, and, upon fuch fentenee of de- 
privation pronounced, he (hall be indeed deprived. 

3. And that no perfon ihall hereafter be admitted to 
kny benefice with cure, except be thfen be of the age of 
three and twenty years at the leaft, and a Deacon, and 
fliall firft have fubfcribed the faid Articles^ in prefenc6 
of the Ordinary, and publicly read the fame in the pariffi-' 
church of that benefice, with declaration of his unfeigned 
^flent to the fame : and that every perfon after the end 
of this feffion of Parliament, to be admitted to a benefice 
with cure, except that within two months after his in-

4. And that no perfon now permitted by any di(^nfa»- 
tibn, or otherwife, Ihall retain any benefice with cure, 
being under the age of one and twenty years, or not bfeing 
Deacon at the leaft, or which (hall not be adtlaitted as » 
aforefaid, within one year next after the making of this 
AA, or within fix months after he fhall accJomglifli the 
iage of four and twenty years j on pain that fuch bis dif- 
penfation (hall be merely void. 

5. And that none (hall be made Minifter, or admitted to 
preach or adminifter the Sacraments, being under the a^e 
of four and twenty years, nor unlels be firft brinff to the 
!Bi(hop of that dioceie, from men known to the Bifhop to 
be of found religion, a teftimonial both of his honeft life, 

• and of his profening the doftrine expreflfed in the fidd Ar- 
ticles : nor unlefs he be able to anfwer and render to the 
Ordinary ah account of his faith, in Latin, according to 
the faid Articles, or ha^ (pecial gift or fibility to be a 
fteacher : nor (hall be admitted to tne order of Deacon or 
Miniftry, uhlefs he (hall firft fubfcribe to the fiudAnides.

intituled^ An A^ io re/hre to the Crmantbewment Jmnf-- 

di&um 
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Ji&ion over the Eftaie Ecelejiajiical and Spiritual^ and abo* 
ii/hing all foreign Powers repugnant to the fame, the per- 
ions therein mentioned were obliged to take an Oath 
therein mentioned, cooimonly called the Oath of Sapre« 
macy : and whereas by another Statute made in the third 
yefff of the reign of our late Sovereign Lord King James 
the Firft, intituled, An Atl for the better dif covering and 
repreffing Popi/h RecufantSy another Oath, commonly called 
the Oath of Allegiance or Obedience, was required to be 
taken by the perlbns therein mentioned : 

a. Be it enabled by the King's and Queen's mod excel«> 
lent Majefties, by and with the advice and confent of the 
Lords fpiritual and temporal, and the Commons, in this 
prefent Parliament aflemoied, and by the authority of ther 
lame, that from henceforth no perfon whatfoever (hall 
be obliged to take the faid Oaths, or either of them, by 
force or virtue of the faid Statutes, or either of them, or 
any other Statute whatfoever ; but that the faid Statutes, 
and every other Statute, for fo much only a^ concerns the 
iaid Oaths, and the faid Oaths themfeives, Ihall be and 
are hereby repealed, utterly abrogated, and made void. 

3. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid. 
That the Oaths appointed by this prefent A^ to be taken, 
juid the Declaration likewife appointed <by this prefent Aft

TX^HEREAS by the Canons of the Churches hereto- 
^^ fore of England and Ireland, now the United 
Cfauneh of England and Ireland, it is ordained, ordered, 
^and direSred, that no Biifaop (hall admit any perfon into 
the iaored order of a Deacon who is not twenty-three 
years old, nor to be a Prieft except he be twenty- four 
years complete : and whereas by the prefaces to the form 
of Ordination of Priefts and Deacons, eftablifhed and ufed 
by authority of feveral Afts of Parliament of England and 
Ireland refpeSively, it is direfted that none fhall be ad- 
mitted Deacon except he be twenty- three years of age, 
unlefs he have a faculty, and that every man which is to 
be admitted a Prieft (hall be full twenty -four years old : 
and whereas, in that part of the United fyingdom called 
Ireland, the aforefaid rules refpefting the ages of perfons 
defiring to be admitted into holy orders have been fome- 
times difregarded and rendered of no effeft, to the great 
feandal and detriment of the Church, and to the prejudice 
of Religion : for the better prevention thereof for the fu- 
ture, and alfo in order that one certain and undoubted 
rule and courfe of praftice may hereafter prevail and be 
obferved in this reipeft in England and Ireland, be it . 
mailed by the King's moft excellent Majefty, by and with 
the advice and confentof the Lords fpiritual and temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and 
by the authority of the fame, That, from and after the 
paffing of this Aft, no perfon {hall be admitted a Deacon 
before be (hall have attained the age of three and twenty 
years complete, and that no perfon fhall be admitted a Prieft 
Defore be fhall have attained the age of four and twenty 
years complete : and in cafe any perfon fhall, from and 
after the paffing of this A6k, be admitted a Deacon before 
he fhall nave attained the age of three and twenty years 
complete, or be admitted a ftieft before he fhall have at- 
tained the age of four and twenty years complete, that 
then and in every fuch cafe the admiffion of every fuch

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perron as "Deacon or Pneff refpeSively, (hall be ttierely 
void in law, as if fuch admiflion had' not been made, and 
the perfon fo admitted fhall be wholly incapable of hav- 
ing, holding, or enjoying^ or bei^g aanLitted to any par- 
fonage, vicarage, benefice, or other eccleiiadical promo- 
tion or dignity whatfoever, in virtue of fuch his adniifiion 
as Deacon or Prieft relpcftively, or of any qualification 
derived or fuppofed to be derived therefrom.

Providled aiways^ that no- tide 
to confer or prefent by lapfe ihall aoonifi by any avoMtfnOB 
or deprivation, ipfofoBo^ by virtueof this Stiatate, but zBott 
fix months notice of fuch avoidance <»rdeprivalMni given 
by the Ordinary to the Pain»D, 
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jin AB to reflrain the Dtfpofition ofLands^ whereby the fame 

become unalienable, 

"OTHEREAS gifts or alienations of lands, tenements, 
/ y or hereditaments, in Mortmain, are prohibited or 
fiedrained by Ma^na Charta, and divers other wholefome 
iaw^ as prejudicial to, and againft the conamon utility ; 
i}6vei;thele(s this public mifchief has pf late greatly in- 
qx^^ by many large and improvident alienations or dif^ 
yofitiQn&made by Janguifhing or dying perfons, or by othei' 
perfons, to ufes called charitable ufes, to take place after 
their deaths, to the difherifon of their law^ful heirs ; for 
remedy whereof be it enafted by the King's moft excel- 
Jent Majefty, by and with the advice and confent of the 
Lords fpiritual and temporal, and Commons, in this pre- 
fent Parliament aflembled, and by the authority of the 
r^mO) That from and after the twenty-fourth day of June„ 
which (hall be in the year of our Lord one thouiand feven 
hundred and thirty-fix, no manors, lands, tenements, rents, 
advowfons, or other hereditaments, corporeal, or incorpo- 
real, wbatfoever, nor any fum. or fums of money, goods; 
chattels, {locks in the public funds, fecurities for money, 
or any other perfonal eftate wbatfoever, to be laid out or 
xlifpo^d of in the purchafe of any lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments, ihall be given, granted, aliened, limited, 
releafed, transferred, affigned, or appointed, or any way3 
conveyed or fettled, to or upon any perfon or perfons, 
bodies politic or corporate, or otherwife, for any eftate or 
intereft wbatfoever, or any ways charged or incumbered 
by any perfon or perfons wbatfoever, in truft, or for th^ 
benefit of any charitable ufes wbatfoever; unlefs fuch 

fjift, conveyance, appointment, or fettlement of any fuch 
ands, tenements, or hereditaments, fum or fums of money^ 
or perfonal eftate, (other than ftocks in the public funds,)t 
be and be made by deed indented, fealed, and delivered, 
in th^ prefence of two or more credible witneffes, twelve 
calendar months at leaft before the death of fuch donor or 
grantor, (including the days of the execution and death,) 
and be enrolled in his Majefty 's High Court of Chancery, 
within fix calendar znopths next after the execution there- 
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of; and unlefs fuch (locks be transferred in the pubKc 
books ufiially kept for the transfer of ftocks, fix calendar 
months at lead before the death of fuch donor or grantor, 
(including the days of the transfer, and death,) and unleft

churches and chapels, is neceflary towards the promotion

England and Ireland ; and whereas many yvell-difpofed. ' 
' ' ' • perions 
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pefToM would be defirous of contributing towards the 
fup^ly of' fuch defefts, if they were enabled fo to do in 
the manner herein-after direded : may it therefore pleaife 
yorhr Majefty that it may be enafted ; and be it enafted , 
by the King's moft excellent Majefty, by and with the 
advice and confent of the Lords fpirituai and temporal, 
and' Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and 
by the authority of the fame, That all and every perfon 
and'iierfons having in his or their own right any efiate or 
intewft in poflefiion, reverfion, or contingency, of or in

WHEREAS It is amongft other things provided by an 
Aft, pafled in the ninth year of the reign of his 
late Majefty King George the Second, intituled. An A^ 
to rejlram the Dijpofition ofLands^ whereby the fame became 
unaiienabk^ ^^ That no College or houfe of learning in 
^ eitlier of the two Univerfities within that part ot the

<' Fellows, or, where there are or (hall be no Fellows^ or 
^' perfons ufually ftyled or reputed as Fellows, to^one 
^* moiety of the Students upon the foundation, whereof 
^' any fuch College or houfe of learnine doth, or may, 
^ by the prefent conftitution of fuch College or houfe of 
*^ learning, confift, ihall, from and after the twenty-fourth 
*' day of June one thoufand feven hundred and thirty- 
'^ fix, be capable of purchafing, acquiring, receiving, tak- 
^' ing, holding, or enjoying, any other advowfons of ec- 
^* clefiafticai b^efices by an^ means whatfoever, the ad- 
'' vowfons of fuch ecclefiaftical benefices as are annexed 
<« to or ^iven for the benefit or better fupport of the 
^* Headihips of any of the faid Colleges or houfea of 
^* learning, not bemg computed in the number of ad- 
*f vowfons hereby limited :*' 

And whereas the above refiridion has been found by 
experience to operate to the prejudice of fuch Colleges or 
houfes of learning, by rendering the fuocefiion too uow : 

And whereas the removal of fuch reftri£tion will be for 
the benefit of fuch Collets or hQufes of learning, and of 
the faid Univerfities, and will tend to the promotion of 
learning, and to the providing a better fupply of fit and 
competent parochial Minifiers : 

Be it therefore enaded by the King's ihoft excellent 
Mqefty, by and with the advice and confent of the Lords 
fpiritual and temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Par* 
liament aflembled, and by the authority of the fame. 
That fo much of the faid Statute as is herein-before re- 
cited (hall'be^ and the fame is, hereby repealed. 
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An A& id frormU the Rejidence of the Parochial Clergy , by 
making Provifionfor tb^ more fpeedy and effe&ualhuild^ 
ingy rebuilding^ repairing^ or furchajing HouJeSy and other 
neceffary Buildings and Tenements, fir the Ufe of their 
Bemfices^. . 

"ITTHEREAS many of the parochial Clergy, for want of 
^ ^ proper habitations, are induced to reiide at a difiance 
from their benefices, by which means the parifhioners 
lofe the advantage of thdr inftruAion and hofpitality, 
which were great objefls in the original diftribution of 
tithes and glebes for the endowment of churches : for 
remedy whereof, may it pleafe your Majefty that it may 
be ena£ted ; and be it enacted by the Kmg's moft excel* 
lent Majefly, by and with the advice and confent of the 
Lords fpiritual and temporal, and Commons, in this pre- 
fent Parliament aflembled, and by the authority of the 
fame. That from and after the twenty-fourth day of June 
one thouland feven hundred and feventy-feven, whenever 
the Parfon, Vicar, or other Incumbent^ of any ecclefiafti- 
cal living, parochial benefice, chapelry, or perpetual cu- 
racy, bemg under the jurifdidion of the Bifbop or other 
ecclefiaftical Ordinary, whereon there is no houie of habi- 
tation, or fuch houle is become fo ruinous and decayed, 
or is fo mean, that one year's net income and produce of 
fuch living will not be lufficient to build, rebuild, or put 
the fame, with the necefiary offices belonging thereto, in 
fufficient repair, fliall think fit to apply for the aid and 
affidance intended to be given by tnis A£t, it fhall and 
may be lawful for every luch Parfpn, Vicar, or Incum- 
bent, f after having procured from fome fkilful and expe- 
riencea workman or furveyor, a certificate, containing a 
fiate of the condition of the buildings on their refpeftive 
glebes, and of the value of the timber and other mate- 
rials thereupon, fit to be employed in fuch buildings or 
repairs, or to be fold, and alio a plan and edimate of the 
work propofed to be done, (fuch ftate and efiimate to be 
verified upon oath, taken before fome Juftice of the Peace, 
or Mafter in Chancery, Ordinary or Ertraordiriary,) and 
laid the fame, together with a juft and particular account 
in writing, figned by him, andf verified upon oath, taken 
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as^ aforefaid, of the annual profits of fuch living, before 
the Ordinary and Patron of the living, and obtained their 
confent to fuch propofed new buildings or repairs, by 
writing under their refpeilive hands, in the form for that 
purpole contained in the fchedule hereunto annexed,)* to 
borrow and take up at intereft, in the manner hereafter 
mentioned, fuch fum or fums of money as the faid efti- 
mate (ball amount unto, after dedu6ting the value of tim- 
ber or other materials which may be thought proper to be 
fold, not exceeding two years net income and produce 
of fuch living, after deducing all rents, flipends, taxes^ 
and other out*goings, exceptmg only the falaries to the 
aflSftant Curate, where fuch a Curate is neceffary ; and as 
a fecurity for the money fo to be borrowed, to mortgage 
the glebe, tithes, rents, and. other profits and emolu- 
ments, arifing or to arife from fuch living, to fuch perfon 
or perfons who (hall advance the fame, by one or more 
deed or deeds, for the term of twenty- five years, or until 
the money fo to be borrowed, with intereft for the fame, 
and fuch cofts and charges as may attend the recovery 
thereof, fhall be fully paid and fatisfied, according to the 
terms, conditions, true intent and meaning of this A& ; 
which mortgage deed or deeds (hall be made in the forms 
or to the e6e£k for that purpofe contained in the faid 
fchedule, and (hall bind every fucceeding Parfon, Vicar, 
or Incumbent, of fuch living, until the principal and in- 
tereft, cofts and charges, ftiall be paid off and difcharged, 
as fully and effe£tualTy as if fuch fucceffor had executed 
the fame. 

a. And be it further enaded , That every fuch Mortgagee 
Ihall execute a counterpart of every fuch mortgage, to be 
kept by the Incumbent for the time being ; and a copy 
of every fuch deed of mortgage (hall be regiftered in tne 
ofiice of the Regiftrar of the Bifhop of the diocefe where 
the parifti lies, or other Ordinary naving epifcopal jurif- 
diQion therein for the time being, after having been firft 
examined by him with the original j which officer (hall 
regifter ^the fame, and be entitled to demand and receive 
the fum of five (hillings, and no more, for fuch regifter; 
and every fuch deed (hall be referred to upon all neceflary 
occafions, the perfon infpe£ting the fame paying one 
Ihilling for every fuch fearch ; and the faid aeed, or a 
copy thereof, certified under the hand of the Regiftrar, 
fliall be allowed as legal evidence, in cafe any fuch mort- 
gage deed (hall happen to be loft or deftroyed. 

3* Provided always^and beitfurtherena^ted, Tbatwhen- 
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evex the prinisipa} ^nd interefi^ dire&ed ta b6 paaA to tbe 
Mortgagee under the fever^l provifions of this Aft, fball 
be in arrear and uni^aid, for the fpace of forty days after ■ 
the fame (hall become due, it {hall and may be lawful for - 
fuch Mortgagee, bis Executors, Adminiftrators, or AiH^Sj 
to recover the fanie^ and the cofis and charges attending 
the recovery thereof, by diftrefs and fale, in fuch manner ' 
as rents pmy be recovered by landlords or lefifora from 
their tenants by the laws in being. 

4. And be it further enacted. That the rtroney fo to be 
borrowed (hall be paid into the hands of fuch perfon or 
perfons as {ball be nominated and appointed to receive and 
apply the fame for the purpofes aforefaid, by the Ordinary, 
Patron, and Incumbent, by writing under their refpeftive 
hands, in the form for that purpofe contained in the 
faid fchedule, after fuch Nominee (hall have given a bond 
to the Ordinary, with fuflScient furety, in double the fum 
fo to be borrowed or raifed, with condition for his duly 
applying and accounting for the fame according to the 
directions of this A&, ; and the receipt of the perfon or 
perfons fo to be nominated fhall be a fufficient dtfcharge 
to the perfon or perfons who (ball advance and pay the 
money : and the perfon or perfons fo to be nominated 
ihall enter into contrafts with proper perfons for fuch 
buildings or repairs as fhall be approved by the Ordinary^ 
Patron, and Incumbent, and ihall be fpecified in an inftru-> 
ment written upon parchment, and figned by them, ia 
the form for that purpofe contained in the faid fchedule ; 
and (hall infpedt and have the care of the execution of 
fuch contra^s, and (hall pay the money for fuch build- 
ings and repairs, according to the terms of fuch agree- 
ments, and (hall take proper receipts and vouchers for the 
fame ; and as foon as fuch buildings or repairs ihall be 
completed, and the money paid, (hall make out an ac* 
count of his receipts and payments, together vvith the 
vouchers for the iame, and enter them in a book, fair- 
ly written, which (hall be (igned by him, and laid be- 
fore the Ordinary, Patron, and Incumbent, and examined 
by them ; and when allowed, by writing under their re- 
fpedlive bands, in the form for that purpofe contained in 
the faid fchedule, fuch allowance (hall be a full difcharge 
to the perfon fo nominated, in refpe6l to the faid accounts; 
and if any balance (hall remain in the hands of fuch 
Nominee or Nominees, the fame (hall be laid out in fome 
further lailing improvements in building upon fuch glebe, 
or (liall be paid and applied in difcharge oi fo much of the 
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faid principal debt as fuch balance will extend to paf , at 
the oifcretion of the faid Ordinary. Patron, and Incum- 
bent^ or two of them, of which the faid Ordinary to be 
one, by order figned W them, in the form for that pur- 

«fe contained in the iaid fchedule ; and an account fliall 
!b be k^pt, made out, and allowed, of fuch further dif« 
burfements, in manner afbrefaid : . all which accounts, ^ 
when made out, completed, and allowed, (hall be depo- 
iited, with the vouchers, in the hands of the faid Regif- 
trar, and kept by him for the ufe and benefit of the In- 
cumbents of fuch living for the time being, who fhali 
have a right to infped: the fame whenever occafion (hall 
require, paying to fuch Regiilrar, or Deputy Regi(h*ar, the 
fum of one (hiuing for every fuch infpedtion. 

5. Provided always, and be it further ena&ed, TTiat every 
fuch Ordinary, before he or they fhall fignify his or their 
confent in manner aforefaid, (nail caufe an enquiry to 
be made, and certified to him or them by the Archdea- 
con, Chancellor of the diocefe, or other proper perfons 
livinff in or near the parifb where fuch buildings are pro- 
pofed to be made or repaired, in the forms for that pur- 
pofe fpecified in the faid fchedule, of the date and condi- 
tion of fuch buildinss at the time the Incumbent entered 
upon fuch livine or benefice, how long fuch Incumbent 
had enjoyed fuch living or benefice^ what money he had 
received, or may be entitled to receive, for dilapidations, 
and how and in what manner he had laid out what be 
had fo received ; and if it (hall appear to them that fuch 
Incumbent had, by wilful negligence, fufferedfuch build- 
injgs to go out of repair, then to certify the fame to the 
faid Ordinary, and alio the amount of the damage which 
fuch buildings had fuftained by the wilful negleS of fuch 
Incumbent $ and fuch Incumbent, if the Ordinary require 
it, fhall pay the fame into the hands of the Nominee or 
Nominees to be appointed under the authority of this 
Aft, towards defraying the expences of building or re- 
pairs, before the Ordinary fhall give his confent as afore- 
faid. 

6, And be it further enafted. That the Incumbent of 
every fuch living or benefice, in cafes where fuch mortgage 
or mortgages fhall be made as aforefaid, and his fuccelibrs 
for the time being, fhall, and he and they is and are 
hereby required to pay the intereft arifing upon ev,ery 
fuch mortgage, yearly, as the fame fhall become due, or 
within one month after, and alfofive pounds per centum 
per annum^ of the principal remainmg due^ by yearly 
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payments ; and that every fuch Incumbent who (hall not 
rdide twenty weeks in each year upon fuch living, com- 
puting fuch year from the date of the faid mortgage 
deed^ ihall^ infiead of the faid fum of five pounds per 
centum per annum^ pay the fum often pounds per centum 
per annum, of the pnncipal remaining due, by yearly 
payments, fuch payments to be refpeftively made at the 
feme time fuch mtereft (hall be paid, until the whole prin- 
cipal money and intereft (hall be fully paid and difcharged ; 
and that every fuch Incumbent who (hall pay only five 
pounds per centum per annum of fuch principal money, 
fliall, at the time he pays the fame, produce and deliver 
to the Mortgagee a certificate under the hands of two 
Re£iors, Vicars, or officiating Minifiers, of fome pari(he8 
near adjoining, fijgnifying that he had refided twenty 
weeks upon the (Sd Jiving or benefice, within the year 
for which fuch payment became due, according to the 
regulations afDrefaid ; which certificate (hall be in the 
form, or to the efle£l:, contained in the faid fchedule j and 
that every fuch Incumbent (hall, annually, at his own ex- 
pence, from the time fuch buildings, authorized to be 
made by this Ad, (hall be completed, infure, at one of 
the public offices eflabli(hed in London or Weftminfler for 
infurance of houfes and buildings, the houfe and other 
buildings upon fuch glebe, agamft accidents by fire, at 
fuch fum of money as (hall be agreed upon by the Or- 
dinary, Patron, and Incumbent ; and in default of the 
)>ayment of either the principal or interefl, in manner 
aforefaid, or negle£t of the Incumbent to make fuch 
infurance, the Ordinary (hall have power to fequefter the 
profits of the living tul fuoh payment or infurance (hall 
be made. 

7. And, in torder that the payment of fuch year may be 
juAly and equitably afcertained and adjufted, between the 
fucceffor, and the Parfon, Vicar, or Incumbent, avoiding 
fuch living or benefice by death or otherwife, or his re- 
prefentatives, in cafe of death or other avoidance, in fuch 
proportions as thh profits of fuch living (hall have been 
received by them refpe^tively, for the year in which fuch 
death or avoidance (ball happen ; be it further ena&ed^ 
That in cafe any difference (hall arife in adjufling or fettling 
the proportions aforefaid^ the fame (hall be determined by 
two indifferent perfons, the one to be named by the faid 
fucceffor, and the other by the perfon making fuch avoid- 
ance^ or his reprefentatives, in cafe of his death ; and in 
cafe fuch Nominees (hall. not be appointed within the 
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fpaee of two calendar months next flrfter fucb dctf^or* 
avoidance, or if they oanuot agree in adjuiling facb pny^ 
portions within the fpace of one calendar month after 
they (hall have been appointed, the fame fhall be deter-' 
mined by fome neighbouring Clergy oian, to be nomi** 
nated by the Ordinary, whofe detero^ination fhali be final- 
and concluiive between the parties ; which nominations 
and determinations fhall be made according to the forms 
for that purpofe contained in tbe faid fchedule, as near as> 
conveniently may be. 

8. And be it further enafted, That where there (hall be 
no houfe of habitation upon any ecclefiafiical living or 
benefice fo defcribed as aforefaid, exceeding in clear- 
yearly value one hundred pounds per annum, or being 
one, the fame ihall he fo mean, or in fuch a ftate of de- 
cay as aforefaid^ and the Incumbent fhall not refide in tho 
parifh twenty weeks within any year, computing the famer 
from the firft day of January, it (Imll be lawful for tho 
Ordinary of fuch living or benefice, with the ODofent o£ 
the Patron, (in cafe the Incumbent fhall not think fit to 
lay out one year's income, where the fame may be fufii« 
cient, to put the houfe and buildings in proper and fCifii- 
cient repair, or to make fi^h application as aforefaid, fop 
building, repairing, or rebuilding, fuch parfonage houfe,) 
to procure fuch plan, efiimate, and certificate, as herein 
diredled, and at any time, within the courfe of the fuc- 
ceeding year, to proceed in the execution of the feveral 
purpofes of this A6k, in fuch manner as the Parfon, Vicar, or 
Incumbent, is hereby authorized and direfted to proceed,, 
and to make and execute fuch mortgage as aforefaid $ 
which fhall be binding upon the Incumbent and his fuc- 
ceflbrs, and he and they fhall be, and are hereby made 
liable to the payment of the interefl, pHrincipal, and cofts ; 
and every fuch Incumbent, and his reprefentatives, fhall 
be, and are hereby alfo made refpefliively liable to th^ 
proportion of the payments for the year which fhall be 
growing at the time of the death of fuch Incumbent, or 
avoidance of fuch living, according to the diredlions afore- 
faid ; which faid intereil, principal, and cofts, and propor- 
tion of payments growing at the time of the death of iuch 
Incumbent or avoidance, fhall and may be recovered a-*- 
gainft fuch Incumbent, his fuccefTors, or reprefentatives^ 
refpedlively, by a£lion of debt, in any Court of Record. 

9. And be it further ena£ted. That all fum and fumsof 
money recove,red or received, by fuit or cOmpofitioQs» 
from the reprefentatives of any former Incumbent of fuch 
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livmg or betieGce, and opt laid out in the repaurs of fuck 
buildings, {hall go and be applied in part of the payments 
under iuch edimate as aforefaid ; and that ail money 
thereafter to be recovered or received, in cafe the fame 
cannot be bad before fuch buildings are completed^ and 
the money paid for the fame^ ihall be applied^ as foon as 
received, in payment of the principal then due, as far 
as the fame will extend ; or ni cafe the faid mortgage 
iQoney fhall have been difcharged, all fuch money arifing 
from dilapidations (hall be paid into the hands of the 
Nominee to be appointed as, aforefaid, or of fome other 
perfon or perfons to be nominated by the Ordinary^ 
ratron, ana Incumbent, in cafe fuch Nominee (hall be 
dead, or (hall decline to aSi therein, to be laid out and 
expended in making fome additional buildings or im- 
provements upon the glebe of fuch living or benefice^ 
to be approved by the Ordinary, Patron, and Incumbent; 
and in the mean time, or in cafe fuch buildings (hall not 
be ncceffary, then in truft, to lay out the fame in governr 
ment or other good fecurities, and pay the intereft thereof 
to the Incumbent for the time being. 

10. Provided always, and be it further ena6):ed, That 
where new buildings are neceflkry to be provided or 
erected for the habitation and refidence of the Red:or, 
Vicar, or other Incumbent, purfuant to the authority here- 
by given, it ftiall and may be lawful for the Ordinary, 
Patron, and Iticumbent, of every fuch living or beneficej 
to contrad):, or to authorize, if they (hall think fit, the perfon 
fo to be nominated by them as aforefaid, to contraft, for 
the abfolute purchafe of any houfe or buildings, in a (itua- 
tion convenient for the habitation and reiidence of the 
Refkor or Vicar of fuch living or benefice, and not at a 
greater diilance than one mile irom the church belonging 
to fuch living, benefice, or chapelry y and alfo to contraS 
for any land adjoining or lying convenient to fuch houfe 
or building, or to the houfe or building belonging to any 
parochial living or benefice having no glebe lying near or 
convenient to the fame, not exceeding two acres, if th^ 
annual value of fuch living, to be afcertained as aforefaid^ 
(hall be lefs than one hundred pounds per annum, nor 
two acres for every one hundrea pounds per annum, if 
of greater value, and to caufe the purchafe-money for 
fuch houfe or buildings to be p^id out of the money to 
arife under the powers and authorities of this A£t ; in all 
which cafes the faid build^ings and lands (ball be Conveyed 
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to the Patron of fuch living or benefice, and his heirs, sn 
truft, for the fole ufe and benefit of the Reftor, Vicar, or 
other Incumbent, of fuch living or benefice for the time 
being, and their fucceflbrs, and (hall be annexed to fuch 
church or chapel, and be enjoyed and go in fucceflBon 
with the fame for ever ; but no oontra^l fo made by the 
Nominee fliall be valid, until confirmed by the Ordinary, 
Patron, and Incumbent, by writing under their hands ; 
and every fuch purchafe-deed fliall be in the form or to 
the efieft contained in the fchedule hereunto annexed, and 
ihall be regiftered in fuch manner, and in fuch office, as 
the other deeds are hereby direfted to be regiftered. 

II. Provided alfo, and be it further enabled. That when 
any fuch land lying near to the parfonage houfe and build- 
ings, belonging to fuch living or benefice, or to be fo 
purchafed or exchanged as aforefaid, (hall be thought fit 
to be taken and ufed as a convenience for the fame, the 
purchafe-money or equivalent for fuch land (hall be raifed 
and had by fale or exchange of fome part of the glebe or 
tithes of mch living or benefice, which fliall appear to 
the (aid Ordinary, Patron, and Incumbent, moft conve- 
nient for that purpofe ; and every fuch fale or exchange 
fliall be by deed, in the form or to the effeSt contained m 
the fchedule hereunto annexed, and regiftered as herein- 
before direSed. 

I a. And be it further enafted. That it ftiall and may be 
lawful for the Governors authorized or appointed to regu- 
late and fuperintend the Bounty given by her late Ma- 
jefty Queen Anne, for the augmentation of the mainte- 
nance of the poor Clergy, to advance and lend any fum 
or fums of money, not exceeding the fum of one hundred 
pounds, in refpeft of each living or benefice, out of the 
money which has arifen, or ftiall from time to time arife,* 
from that bounty, for promoting and affifting the feveral- 
purpofes of this Aft, with reipeit to any fuch livingt 
or benefices as fliall not exceed the clear annual impwrred 
value of fifty pounds ; and fuch mortgage and fecurity 
fliall be made tor the repayment of the principal fum» fo 
to be advanced, as are nerein-before mentioned, but rt^ 
interefl fliall be paid for .the fame; and in cafes ^berb tbe^*^ 
annual value of fuch living or benefice fliall exceed th'^fe 
fum of fifty pounds, that it fliall and may be lawful fef^ 
the faid Governors to advance and lend, for the purpofes 
of this AS, any fum not exceeding two years* income* hf 
fuch living ,pr benefice upon fuch mortgage ftiid feeuritf '

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as aforef^d^ and fubjed: to the feveral regulations of this 
Ad, and tp receive intereft for the fame, not exceeding 
four pounds for one hundred pounds by the year. 

13. And be it further ena6ted, That it {ball and may be 
lawiiil' for any college or hall within the Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge, or for any other corporate bodies 
pofleifed of the patronage of ecclefiafitcal livings or bene- 
fices, to advance and lend any fum or fums of money, of 
which they have the power of difpofing, in order to aid 
and affift the* feveral purpofes of this AS, for the building, 
rebuilding, repairing, or purchafihg,* of an^ houfes or 
buildings for the habitation and convenience or the Clergy, 
upon livings or benefices under the patronage of fuch 
college or nail, upon the mortgage and fecurity direded 
by this A& for the repayment of the principal, without 
taking any intereft for the fame. 

14. And be it further enadled. That whenever the Patron 
of any living or benefice, to which the provifions of this 
A€t are propofed to be extended, (hall happen to be a 
minor, idiot, lunatic, or feme-covert, it fhall and may be 
lawful for the Guardian, Committee, or Hufband of every 
fuch Patron, to tranfad: the feveral matters aforefsdd for 
fiich Patron, who (hall be bound thereby, in fuch manner 
as if he or (lie had been of full age, of found mind, or 
feme-fole, and had done fuch a£t^ or ^ven his or her con-> 
fent thereto. 

15. Provided alfo, and be it further ena£t;ed. That all aSts 
herein*before required to be done or confented to by the 
Ordin^ and Patron, {hall be done by the Ordinary alone, 
when fuch Ordinary {hall happen to be the Patron of the 
living; and that no deed, bond, transferor other writing, 
infirument, or proceeding, made, had, or done, under the 
powiersM or authority ot this A£t, {hall be charged or 
chargeable with any ftamp-duty> or fee of ofHce, except 
as herein mentioned ; any Law or Statute to the contrary 
notwitbftanding. 

16. Provided always, and it is hereby .further enaSed, 
That in all cafes where any aA is required to be done by 
the Ordinary, in the execution of any of the purpofes of 
tiiis A&, and fuch Ordinary (hall be a body corporate ag-

17. Provided always, and be it further enaSed, That 
where 4be Incumbent of any chapelry or perpetual cure 
Audi be nominated by the iteSor or Vicar of the pari{h 
wherein the £uae is fituated,in every fuch cafe the confeni;

have been in fea pay twelve calendar months, or more^

or bill for the value of the clothes and effi»fl:« (if aay) 
whtcfa he may have left ; and the faid Commfiffioners (hdl 
adign the fame for payment within one month from the 
time from which they (hall receive it, and upon appKc^** 
tion caufe it to be delivered for the benefit* ot the heiri or 
executors of the party, 

9. As often as any fhip which (hall not be in a port^f 
Great* Britain, or on the coaft thereof, (hall have tweWc 
p^epdar months wages due. the Captaia or Commander 
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{hall caufe the names of all the Inferior Officers, Seamen, 
and Marines, to be called over, and each to anfwer to bis 
name, and (hall do the fame at the end of every fix months 
when twelve calendar months wages or more {hall be 
due ; and if any fuch Officer, Seaman, or Marine, {hall 
then declare or deliver in writipg the name and place of 
abode of his wife, father, mother, grandfather, grand- 
mother, brother, or iifter, and defire that the whole or 
any part of bis wages then due, except the wj^es due 
for the. lad fix months, {bould be paid to any fuch re* 
lation by. any Receiver General of tbe Land Tax, Col- 
le&or of the Cufioms, CoUeclor of the Excife, or Clerk 
of the Check, in Great Britain, or by any ilevemie Of- 
ficer in Ireland, the Captain or Commander is QxiQAy re- 
auixed to caule four lifis to be made out of the perfons fo 
efiring ^o make fuch remittances, and (hall tranfmitfuch 
lifis b]^ the firft fafe ppportunity, without delay, to the 
Comofiiffion^s of the Navy at thdr Board > Vrbo, on re- 
ceipt thereof, {hall imme<uately make out two biUs, if 
payment is required to be made in Great Britain, or two 
certificates if to be made in Ireland, for the payment of

certificate by eiamining the party upon oath, or otherwUe, 
18 immediately, without fee or reward, to Day the fum 
mentioned in fuch bill, takii^ a receipt ; and lucb bill or 
fuch certificate, together with the duplicate thereof, being 
produced at the Navy Office, {hall be immediately affign- 
M for payment by the Comniiffionerj of the Navy, and 
repaid by the Treafurer of the Navy to fuch Receiver, 
Colle6lor, or Clerk of tbe Check, or to the Commi{Iioner8 
of the Revenue in Ireland, or their order refpe)3ively ; but 
if g!ayment of the laid bill be not demanded of iuch Re**

to remit the whole or part of his wages to himfelf, his 
wife, children, or parents, or to any other perfon, and to 
have a bill or oertincate for the fame drawn upon any fuch 
Aeceiver General, Colle£tor, or Clerk <rf the Check, or 
Commiffioners of the Revenue in Ireland, then> and in 
each of thefe cafes, two bills or two certificates are to be 
made out^ one of which is to be delivemd to fuch Officer^ 
Seaman, or Marine, or fent or delivered to fuch heir, exe-^ 
cutor, or creditor, and the other to be fent to fuch Re^ 
ceiver; CoUedxMr, or Clerk ofthe Chedc, or to the Com-

one (hip to another ihall continue to be borne for and 
entitled to their wages upon the books o£ the fhip ffom 
which they were lent, until they (hall be regulam diief- 
charged from thence, and in no other. 

14. Any Inferior Officer, Seaman, or Marine, who ihall 
be defirous to execute a Will or a Power of Attorney, and 
Ihall at that time belong to any ihip, mufl execute the 
fame on board of fuch ihip, unlefs he ihould be at fick 
quarters* 

If made on board, it muA be atteiled by the. Com-, 
manding Officer and one other figning O&mt belongk^ 
to the mip, and muft fpecify the. number at which the 
maker flands rated upon the ibip's books ; if at fick quar- 
ters, it mufl be attefled by tbe Agent, and muil fpecify 
bis number. 

If he (hall have been difcfaorged the f<»rvice, and {ball 
be within the bills of mortality of the cities of London 
and Weftminfler, his Will or Power muft'be attefted be- 
fore the Infpedor or his Affiiknt at the Navy Pay Office 
in London. 

If lie ihall be at Portfmouth, Plymouth, or Chatham^ 
or within feven miles of either of thefe places, his Power 
mud be attefled by a Cierk of the Treafurer of tbe Navy 
at fuch place. 

If he ihall be in any other place in Great Britain or 
Ireland, his Will or Power of Attorney muil be attefied 
by the Minifter and two Church -wardens, or two Eiders 
of the pariih where he ihall be at the time of executing 
the fame. 

All Wills and Powers of Attorney made by Inferior 
Officers, Seamen, or Marines, muft contain the full de- 
fcription of the refidence, profeffion, or bufinefs of the 
perfon who ihall be therein appointed Attorney or Execu- 
tor^ and alfp the name of the inip to which fuch Officers, 
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Seamen, or Marines, laft bdonged ; and if made on board, 
or at fick quarters, the number at which their n^nes 
fiood on the refpeSive (hips- books : every Letterof At- 
torney muft be declared in the body thereof to be rq- 
vocaUe.' 1 

A certificate of difcharge muft be produced to wboever 
(hall atteft any Will or Powder of Attorney made on (hore 
by Inferior Officers, Seamen, or Marines, and forwarded 
to the Infpe&or with fueh Will or Power, or a reaibn- 
muft be given for the fame not being produced, which 
(hall be noted on the back of the Will or Power, and 
muft be admitted as fatiafadiory atthe Pay Office before a 
check can beiflfued. 

All Powo's of Attorney and Wills made by Inferior 
OfBcera, Seamen, and Mannes, muft be delivered to thofe 
-who atteft them, who are direAed to forward them im- 
mediately to the Treafurer, or to the Paymafter of the 
Navy at the Pay Office in London, to be there kept as 
vouchers ; and as foon as they are afcertiuned to be au- 
thentic, by inveftigation to be made atfuch Office, (for 
which purpofe the Infpe£tor (hall have free accefs to all 
pay and mufter books of (hips, and to all hofpital returns,) 
dbecks in lieu of the fame will be ilTued to the parties 
named as Attomies or Executors, that (hall be to them the 
fame as the ori^nal Powers of Attorney and Wills. All 
Wills and Powers of Attorney, made by Inferior Officers 
or Seamen prior to the firft day of Auguft one thoufand 
feven hundred and eighty*fix, or by Marines prior to the 
firft day of Auguft one thoufand feven hundred and ninety- 
two, mnft be fent to the Navy Pay Office in London, 
where they muft be examined and approved <^, and damp- 
ed by the Infpe£kor before any payment of wages, or 
other allowances, can be made upon them. 

15* Inferior Officers, Seamen, or Marines, may grant 
orders inftead of Powers of Attorney, in cafes where the 
wages due and payable to them for their fervices do not 
exceed ferven pounds, but which orders muft be witnefled 
by the Commander, or by a figning Officer or Lieutenant 
on board of the (hip where fuoh torvice was performed, 
and the fame, accompanied by a c^tificate from fuch Of- 
ficer, muft be fubmitted for infpe£tion at the Pay Office 
in London, where (if found juft) it will be ftamped for pay- 
ment. 

16. AH Lieutenants are diredled to fign their names

MOST Reverend Father in God, our right trufty and 
right entirely beloved Counfellor, and mod Reve- 
rend Father in God, we greet you well. We being very 
fenfible, that nothing can more efTeflually conduce to the 
honour and glory of God, and the fupport of the Pro- 
teftant religion, than the i)rote£l:ing and maintaining of 
the Church of England, as it is by law eftablifted ; which 
we are refolved to do to the utmoft of our power ; have 
therefore, upon mature deliberation with you and other 
our Bifhops, by virtue of our royal and fupreme authority, 
thought fit, with the advice of our Privy Council, to or- 
dain and publifh the following Injun£lions.

And 
fliat he appear at the furtheft on Thurfday in Ember- 
week, that fo fuch| who upon examination fnall be found 
fit, may have time to pr^are themfelves by failing and 
prayer, before the day of Ordination. 

3. That every Biuiop (hall be well fatisfied, that all 
perfons that are to be ordained have a real title, with a 
fuflicient maintenance, according to the thirty-third* Ca- 
non, in which matter we require ^e Biihops tp ufe an efpe- 
jpial care. 

4. Th^t a certificate of the age of the perfon to be or-

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denned be brought, if it can be, out of tbe parHh regifiei^ 
or at lead a certificate very well attefted. 

5. That the part of the thirty-fourth * Canon which 
d^ektes to the giving of certificates concerning the lives 
and manners of thofe who are to be ordained,i>e flrictly 
looked to. And that ibe Biihops lay it on the coniciences 
of the Clergy, that they fign no cerdficates^ unlefs, upon 
their own knowledge, they judge the perfons to be duly 
qualified. 

6. That every Blfliop (ball tranfnMt, between Michaels- 
mas and Chriftmas, to the Arcbbifliop of the province, a 
iift of all fuch perfons as have been ordained by him dur«- 
ing chat year, acconling to the ^ Con(Ututions in the year 
1584, in order to be put in a public regifler, which mall 
be prepared by you for that ufe« 

7* That the Biihops (hall refide in their diocefes, and 
ihall take care to obhge their Clergy to fuch refidence as 
tbe laws of the land and tbe Canons do requiipe, particu*- 
larly the forty-firft * Canon. 

8. That they who keep Curates, have none but fuch as 
'are licenfed by the Bifhopof the diocefe, or in exempt ji;i<- 
rifdi&ions by the Ordinary of the place having epiicop^ 
jurifdiSion, as is required both by the K&, of Uniformity 
and the fortv^eighth ^ Canon, that fo when tbe Incumbent 
does not reude, the Bifliop, or fuch Ordinary, may know 
how the cure is fupplied ; and that no perfon (hall prefume 
to ferve any cure without licence from the Bifliop, or fuch 
OrdiFnary, upon pun of fofpenfion. 

9. That you ufe your mofl: effeAual endeavours to fup- 
prefs the great abufes occafioned by pluralities, and re-^ 
llrain them as much as you can, except wher«i the pariflhes 
lie near one another, and the livings are fm^l : That all 
qualifications be carefully examined ; we being determin- 
•ea to have no Chaplains to be qualifi.ed by us, but fuch as 
are admitted to attend upon us. And that due caution be 
taken before any faculty is granted. And that fuch per- 
fons as are legally qualified mall refide at leaft two months 
in the year in each of their liirii^s ; and provide aCurafie 
'to ferve where they are not in perfon, with a due main- 
tenance, to be determined by tbe Bifliop of the diocefe, 
tm^lefs the two pariihesKe fo near^ that the lacumberit can 
"COfyflantly ferve both ouHes. 

10. That the Bifliops flisdl look to the Hves and manr 
tiers of their Clengy, that they may be in all things re •

II. ITiat the Bi(hops do ufe their otmoft endeavour to 
oblige their Clergy to have public prayers in the church, 
not only on holidays and Litany >days, but as often as oaay 
be, and to celebrate the holy Sacrament frequently. 

I a- That the Bifhopsihall require the Clergy to ufe their 
utmoft endeavours, that the Lord's day be reiigioufly ob- 
ferved.

13. That the Bifhops remind their Clergy to vifit th^ 
lick frequently, and require them to perform that duty 
with great care and diligence, according to the fixty* 
feventh » Canon.

15. That the Biftiops be careful to confirm, not only in 
their triennial Vifitations, but at other convenient fea- 
fons. 

16. That care be taken, that the Archdeacons make 
their Vifitations perfonally ; and that, as much as may be, 
they live within the bounds of their jurifdiftion, 'and do 
their duty according to the Canons. 

17. That no commutation of penance (hall be made, 
but by the exprefs order and direAions of the fiifhop him- 
felf, which (hall be declared in open Court. And that the 
commutation money fhall be applied only to pious and 
charitable ufes, according to the Articuli pro ClerOf made 
in the year 1584, and the Conftitutions made in the year 

3597- 

18. That no licence for marriage without banns (hall be 

granted by any ecclefiaftical Judge, without firft taking 
the oaths of two fufficient witneues, and alio fufiicient 
fecurity for performance of the conditions of the licence 
according to the load and 103d "^ Canons. 

Thefe Injun£kions we do require you to tranfmit to the 
Bifhops of your refpe&ive provinces, to be by them com- 
municated to their Clergy, and to be ftri£tly obferved, and 
often enquired after both by you and them. For as we 
efieem it the chief part of our princely care to promote 
true religion, as it is efiabliflied in this Church ; and ia 
order thereunto, we have determined not todifpofe of any 
church preferments i|i our ^ft, but to fuch of our Clergy

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as we (hall have reafon to believe dolivemoft exemplarilvy 
and preach and watch moft faithfully over the people 
committed to their charge; fo we aflure onrldr, that 
thefe our pious intentions will be effectually fecondled bv 
you and thp reft of our fiifhops; and that you will, 
without favour or partiarl afie^ion, fludy to fupprefs im- 

fiiety and vice^ and to reform all diforders, as far as in you 
ies ; well knowing that nothing will fo much advance 
the great ends of religion, and fo certainly fecure and 
eftabliih this Church, as the exemplary lives and faithful 
labours of thofe who minifter in it.

MOST Reverend -and Bight Reverend Fathers in God, 
we greet you well.

ireli*dp», and. to the evil example of our loving fuWeftj^y 
ham^rrokett in upoir this nation : We therefore, ctfeem- 
ing it our indifoenfable duty to ejtert the authority com-^ 
nfiitted to us for the fuppreffion of thefe fpreading evSU, 
fearing left that they (hould pirovoke God's wrath and inf- 
dignation againft us, and humbly acknowledging that wie 
cannot exp^ the bleffing and goodnefs of Almi^ly God, 
flby whom kings reign, and on which we entirely rely,) 
to make our rlign happy and profperous to ourielf imd 
our people, without a religious obfervance of God*s hofy

I. 'T^HAT the augmentations to be made by the faii 
-*• Corporation (hall be by the way of pur chafe, and. 
not by the way of penfion. 

t. That the uated fum to be allowed to each cure which. 
ihall be augmented be 200I. to be iaveded in a purchafe^ 
at the expence of the Corporation. 

3. That the Governors (hall begin with augmenting 
thofe cures that do not exceed the value of loL par ann.i 
and (hall augment no oth^r, till thofe have all i-eceived 
our bounty of 200I. except in the cafes, and according to 
the limitations hereafter named. 

4. That in order to encourage benefa&ionsfromoth^^ 
and thereby the fooner to complete the good that was 
intended by our bounty, the Governors may give the faid 
fum of aopl. to cures not exceeding 6ol. per annum S 
where any perfons w;ill give the fame, or greater fum, or 
value in lands or tithes. 

5. That the Governors (hall every year, between Cb rift- 
mas and EaOer, caufe the account of wHat money they 
have to diftribute that year to be audited ; and when they 
know the fum, public notice (hall be given in the Ga- 
zette, or fuch other way as (hall be judged proper, that 
they have fuch a fum to diftribute in io many (haree;
